Countries , eſpecially having Travelled for the 

ſpace of Sixteen Tears through Holland, Ger- 

many, Sweden, Denmark, and other confide- 
rable Parts of Europe. 

T eaſily foreſee, that it will be ſoon Objefted, 
that after [0 great a Manas Sir Wiltam Temple, 
who hath already Publiſhed a full and incompara=» 
ble Deſcription of the Policy and Government 4 
the States of the United Provinces, it would 
be a vain Preſumption to attempt any farther on 
that Subjett, However, without derogating from 
bis Honeur, I have here inſerted divers particular 
Remarks, not mention'd by bim, but ſuch as Tra- 
vellers may make Uſe of to very good purpoſe, 
for whoſe Information this ſmall Eſſay is chiefly 


defignd, 
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defiow'd. And it will be the more eminently 
FF at this time, in reſpect of the great num- 
| ber of Engliſh Gentlemen, that now Travel that 
| way. Wherefore I doubt not, but this will be a 
I 1 ſuffciem Plea to cover me from the Imputation of 
' Vanity, and to make it appear, that what I bave 
here perforw?d, is only intended for the publick 
Service in general, and the pariicular Aſſiſtance

- I confeſs, all Travellers are not of alike 
Temper; fome delight themſelves in Con- 
templation of the Curioſities of Arts; ſome 
are taken with. the Varieties of the Works of 
Nature; others ſpeculatewith a kind of Re. 
verence, the Decays and Ruins of Antiquity 
others ſtudiouſly inform themſelves with x6. 
Tranſactions of Modern Times; others with 
the Goyernment and Polity; others ſpeculate 


_ the ſtrange Cuſtoms and Faſhions of the Pla- 


ces they paſs through; to be ſhort,cvery one 
labours to entertain the Reader with thoſe 
Objects. and Rarities of ForeignParts hisGe- 
nius and Inclinatian is moſt atfeted with. 
As to my ſelf, _ during the ſpace of 
16, Years T ravel, F might have edarged, ac- 
cording to the Curijolity and Opportunity I 
have had ow qymnays"> _ rare and 
exquiſite Things V rrvable; yet m 
Chief Aim _ ab ſuch Rcecks 4 
might moft conribue to the common Good 
of Human Society and Civil Lite, in taking 
notice of the Government and Polity of the 
ſeveral States and Dominions where Fhave 
been, viz. The United Provinces, Germany, 
Denmark,Sweden,and other Countries, whoſe 
flatural Temper and Diſpoſition ſeemed to 
me moſt to ſympathize with our Engliſh 
Nation, and thereby have an occaſion todo 
fome' good to my. own Country. \,Expet 
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HOLL AN 'D.: 3 
not, Reader, a like puntualneſs, as to allthe 
forementioned places, becauſe . very many 
things, which i might have obſerved, are 
—_ agreeing, and 1o may be referred to 
what ſhall be ſpoken of the Polity and Gos 
vernment of Holland, which, for Reaſons T 
ſhall} by and by hint at, is the chief End [ 
aimed at in this Treatiſe: 

We will begin then in the firſt lace with 
the Commonwealth of Holland, and Domi- 
nions of the States General, which th6 for 
ſome years were in a declining condirion,and 
their Forces exceedingly weakened, by rea- 
ſon of that fatal War it managed apainſt Eng- 
land, France, and the Biſhop of Munſter, unto 
which, if we add the inteſtine Diviſions.of 
thoſe two Factions,the Prince of Orange and 
Loveſtein, that Politick Body, was to totter'd 
and torn, as did threaten its utter and total 
Ruine. 

But as Bodies, whether Natural or Poheick, 
after that a violent Fit hath ſore ſhaken,ditii- 
pared, and exhauſted their Spins, may reco- 
ver vigor, and look lively again, it ſo be the 
Radical» Conſtitution and Natural Temper 
be not whoily changed and depraved; even 
fo this Commonweaz:th of Hollard hath vii; 'bly 
recovered Strength again, and attained is 
tormer Force and Lnſtre. 

We wiil therefore make fome Remarkz, 
& ro the Detects and Faiiings (oblerved no: 
only by me, bur allo by others) which that 
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famous Commonwealth hath of late years 
been guilty of; which I ſhall do not out of 
any Malice, or —_— Refle&tion, the in- 


tention of writing this Treatiſe being ſimply 
to inſert thoſe Defaults which the wiſeſt of 
Authors have always judged neceflary, not 
only for the Reformation of this, but of all 
States whatſoever. 

This Commonwealth of Holand hath wor. 
thily been the Wonder of all Europe during 
this laſt Age,and perhaps not to beparallell'd 
in the Records of former Times; tor it we 
conſider how many years it was aſlaulted by 
the then moſt Potent Prince of Europe, who 
aſpired to no lef6 than the Univerſal Empire; 
and that how formidable ſoever he were, yet 
they not only maintained their Pretenſions, 
but with uninterrupted Proſperity and Suc- 
cet;fulneſs advanced their Trade, and ſpread 
their Conqueſts in all the four Parts of the 


World. 


Rome it (elf, though moſt famous and vi- 
Arorious, yet could nor, as is believed, in fo 
ihorta time do what by this Commonwealth 
hath been effeted. In dia and Africa they 
foon forced the Spanizrd and Portugueſes to 
= to them moſt of their Trade and Pol- 
eflions: And tho Erg/and put in for a ſhare, 
yer they were a long while vigorouſly op- 
poſed by the Dutch, and to this hour have 
enough to do to keep what they have got- 
ten; ſo that in leſs than 100 years thisCom- 

monwecaith 
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monwealth by their Induſtry, and Art in 
* Trading, are become fo excethve Rich and 
+ Potent, that they began to Inſult, and would 
7 needs be Arbitrators to their Neighbouring 
> Princes and States, and encroach upon their 
3 Territories and Dominions. 
" This drew upon them that fatal War he- 
fore-mentioned, by which they were forely 
+ weaken'd and brought fo low, that except 
GOD by a more than ordinary Providence 
} had protected and appeared tor them, the 
had certainly been rumated, and never able 
tO recover chemſctves again; however, their 
Pride hereby was much abated: And as 
Luxury and Laſciviouſnes are the fad Effects 
of Proſperity, as well as Pride; fo ſuch Vices 
in a Body Politick and Commonwealth as do 
corrupt the Radical Humours, by abating the 
Vigour of the Vital Parts, do infenlibly trend 
+ to the Conſumption and Decay of thewhole. 
That this Commonwealth hath much re- 
covered its Strength, may clearly appear, it 
' we conſider what great Things they have ef. 
fected ſince the little time they have enjoyed 
Peace: They have in leſs than 7 Years buile 
about 4 gallant Ships of War ; They have 
laid out vaſt Sums of Treafare in refortifying 
Narden, Maeftricht, Breda,che Gre'ue,and many 
other Places; They have paid vaſt Sums*of 
Money to their Allies for their Auxiliary 
Troops,as alſo 2000001. Sterling rothe King 
of Engiamdto Enjoy _ Peace with _ -- 
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beſides all this, their Encreaſc in Riches and 
Power may be guelied at,by the many ſtately 
Houſes buile within theſe 5 Years in Amſter- 
dam, Rotterdgm,and other Places; to all which 
we-may add, to what exceflive height the 
Actions of the Eaſt and Weſt-IndiaCompany 
are riſen, and the Obligations from the States 
are ſo eſteemed as to Security, that they can 

er as much Mony as they pleaſe at 2 per Cenr, 
Nor to ſpeak of the exceeding Encreaſe of 
their Subjecs,occaſioned by the French King's 
Tyranny again{t 'the diſtreſſed Proteſtants in 
France, Aljace, and other parts of his Con- 
queſts; neither. will we ſpeak of other Signs 
of the Encreaſe of this Commonwealth, as 
not judging it convenient to commit them 
to Paper, but will now proceed to ſhew the 
Method of Living md Travelling in the 
Dominions and Places of the States, which, 
if you do well conſider, you may ſee how 
happy and eafy the Government of England 
5, above that of other Nations.

the year 1674, at the ing of the Waters, 
after a great Froſt , ho eparted out of 
Rotterdam 300 Sail of Engliſh, Scotch, and 
Iriſh Ships at once with an Eaſfterly Wind : 
And uf a _—y _— be nay _ 
it comes to paſs that ſo man iſh Ships 
ſhould frequently come to hat Haven , It is 
eaſily anſwered, becauſe they can ordinarily 
Load and Unload,and make returns to Eng- 
land from Rotterdam before a Ship can get 
clear from Amſterdams 2nd the Texe!: And 
therefore your Engliſh Merchants find it 
Cheaper, and moreCommodious for Trade, 
that aſter their Goods are arrived at Rorrer-. 
damyto ſend their Goods in Boats Landward 
into Amſterdam. 

+ This City is Famous, as being the place 
where Eraſmus was Born, whoſe Statue 
of Braſs ſtands erected in the Market-place : 
And py; "oo Buildings here are not fo 

as thoſe of Amſterdam, Leyden, or 

acttam, yet the. places warththe ſeeing. are, 
firſt, the great Church, where ſeveral Ad- 
mirals lie ſtately Entombed ; here you ſee 
their Admiralty,Eaſt.India, an4 Stade-Houlcs, 


,copether with that called, Het Gemeen Land; 
Hut: 


From Rotterdam you may for five Stivers 


- have a Boat to bring you to Delft, but before 


'Qu come thither you pals through a fair 
Village called Overſchie , where the French 
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rature, as to the Latin and Dutgh Tongue, 
Book-keeping, &c. From thence in the fame 
Boat you come to Delft which is Famous for 
making of Porceline to that degree, that ir 
much reſembles the China, but only it is nor 
Tranſpatenr. 

In Delft is the great Magazin of Arms for 
the whole Province of Holland : Their 
Churches are very large, in one of which 
are Tombs of thie Princes of Qrange, Admi- 
ral Tromp, and General Morgans [as , and 
in the Cloiſter over againſt the Church, you 
have an Inſcription in a Pillar of Brafs, ſhew. 
ing after what manner Wiliamthe Firlt, that 
Famous Prince of Orange, was ſhot to Death 
by a Miſcreant Jeſuit , with his deſerved 
Puniſhment. 

Delft hath the third Voice in the States of 
Helland, and ſends its Depurjes unto the Col. 
lege of the States General, and to all other 
Colleges of the Commonwealth They 
have alſo a Chamber in the Eat-bdia Com- 
pany, as ſhall be more largely ſpoken to, 
when we ſhall come to Treat of the State 
ot the ſaid Company. 

From Delft you may by Boat be brought 
to the Hague for two Stivers and an half ; 
which is accounted the faireſt Village in the 
World, both for pompous Buildings ,- and 
the largenebs thereot ; here the Princes of 
Orange hold their Relidence, asalfothe States 
General, and the Councu of State; hereyou 

have 
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have the Cgurrts of Juſtice, Chancery, and 
other Courts of Law. Here you ſee that 
great Hall, in which many Hundreds of 
Colours are hung up in Trophy, taken 
from the Emperor, Spaniard, and other Po. 
tentates with whom they have waged War. 
Their Council Chambers are admired by all 
that ſee them. Many fair Libraries they 
have belonging to parti Men. The 
Princes Palace is a mo Tuperb Building, 
and there are many coſtly Gardens adjoyn- 
ing to the Hague, together with that to the 
Princes Houſe inthe Wood, in which Houſe 
are in a large Hall the molt rare and coſtly 
Pictures of Ewrope z there alſo arethoſe Mag. 
nitcent and Unparalell'd Gardens of the Heer 
Bentham of mefland and others. I might 
here ſpeak of the ſplendor of His Majeſtics 
Court in Helland, of his Noble Virtucs and Va- 
lour,of the moſt Virtuous and Beautiful Prin- 
cef5 his Royal Conſort, but I dare not, leaſt 
I ſhould intinitely fall ſhort of what oughe ta 
be, and which others have already done be- 
fore me: And therefore leaving the Hague , 
I jhail only tell you that from thence you 
may for ſeven Stivers have a Eoat to bring 
you to Leyden, Leyden is a fair and grear 
City, and the Univerſity is very Famous, 
there being contmually i it 1000 Students 
from all parts, as Hungary, Poland, Germany, 
yea from the Ottomans Empire it ſelf, who 
precend to be Grecians, beſides the Englith, 
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Scots, and Iriſh, who this year were num- 
bred to be above 80. 

The moſt remarkable Things here to be 
ſeen,T ſhall ſummarily ſerdown: Asthe place 
called the Bergh, formerly a Caltle belong. 
ing to the Prince of Lge in Flanders : The 
Stadr-houſe,the Univerſity Schools, eſpecially 
that of the Anatomy , which excels all the 
Anatomy Schools in the World, a Book of 
the Rarities whereof you may have for fix 
Stivers ; their Phyſick Garden, andthe Pro. 
feſlors Cloſet are all Raviſhing in rare Curi. 
oſities. Bur as to their Colleges , they are 
but ewo, and very ſmall, nat to be compa- 
red with the ſmalleſt Halls in Oxford,neither 
have they any Endowments , their mainte- 
nance being only trom-the Gharitable Col. 
lections of the Miniſters of Hollnd ; neither 
are any Students to remain longer therethan 
till chey attain the Degree of Barchelors of 
Art: One of the Curators being demanded 
by me , Why ſo Rich a Commonwealth as 
Holland is , did not Build and Endow Col. 
leges'after the manner of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge ; anſwered , They had not ſo many 
able and publick ſpirited Men as are in Eng- 
land, to deal plainly with you, faid he, 
had weſuch Colleges,our Burghermaſters and 
Magiſtrates would fill them with their own 
and their Friends Sons, who by leading a 
lazie and idle Life, would never become 
capable to ſerve the Commonwealth , and 

| therelore 
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therefore he judged it much better to put 
them to Penſion in Burghers-Houſes leaving 
them 80 the care of the Profeſſors, who are 
very diligent in keeping the Students at their 
Exerciſes, both at publick Lectures, and in 
their private Houſes alſo, where 54 cauſe 
them puncually at their appointed Hours to 
come to their Examinations and Lectures, 
belides thoſe they have in publick. Their 
Churches are rare, fo are their Walks round 
the City, and the Forrifications very pleaſing 
to behold. Here you have the River Rhine 
running through the Ciry, and falling into 
it from Catwyck op Zee. Leyden is very Fa- 
mous in Hiſtory for the = Siege it held 
out againſt the Spaniard. From hence for 
12 Stivers and an half you are he to 
Haerlem by Water, being 12 Engliſh Miles. 
Harlem is Famous, in that Coſftor one of 
their Burghers,firſt Invented the Art of Prin- 
ting. This Coſftor being fulpeted to be a 
Conyurer, was fain to flee from Haerlem to 
Cologne in Germany , and there reed his 
Invention, having in Hzerlem only found out 
the way of Printing on one ſide of the Paper. 
"The tirft Book he ever Printed is keptin the 
Stadt-houſe, for thoſe that are curious to ſee 
ie: Here is one of the faireſt and largeſt 
Churches of the Seventeen Provinces, in the 
Walls whereof there remain to this day ſtick- 
ing, Cannon Bullets, ſhot by the Spaniards 
during the Siege thereof, In this Church 
arc 
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are three Organs , as alſo the model of the 
three Ships that Sailed from Haerlem to Dami. 
ater , ſeizing the Caſtle in which the Earl of 
Holland was kept a Prifoner, and brought 
him away to Holland : In the Tower of this 
Church hang two Silver Bells, which they 
alſo brought from thence, and now Ring 
them every Night at nine a Clock. 

Haerlem is Renowned for making the fineſt 
Linnen Cloth, Tyfhmies, Damasks, and 
Silk Stuffs; alſo Ribands and Tapes: They 
have Mills by which they can Weave 40 or 
Fo pieces at a time ; they make the fineſt 
whice Thread and T apes for Lace in the 
whole World; their Bleacheries ſurpaſs all 
other whatſoever, their Waters whutening 
Cloth berter than any in the Seventeen 
Provinces: They have a molt pleafant Grove 
like a lictle Wood.divided into Walks,where 
on Sundays and Holy-days tne Citizens of 
Amfterdam and other places come to take 
their pleaſure. Huerlem is the Second Ciry 
of Hl/and,and ſends in Deputies unto all the 
Colleges of the Government. From hence 
you have a pailage by Poat to Amſterdam 
tor ſix Stivers, but when you are come half 
way, you muſt ſtep out of once Boat to go 
intoanother, where you ce a ſtately Palace, 
where the Lords, called D;#graves tit; every 
one of theſe Lords hath his Apartment when 
he comes tor the Concerns ot the Sea-dykes 
and Banks; Here are allo wo large Sluces, 

having 
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having Gates to let in or out Water from the 
Haerlemmer Meer. Near this place about 
Anno 1672, a part of the Sea-Bank was bro. 
ken by a ſtrong North-Weft Wind, drown- 
ing all the Land betwixet Amfterdam and 
Haerlem , which coſt an ineredible vaſt Sum 
to have it repaired. They funk in this 
Breach 400 {mall Veſſels fil'd with Earth and 
Stones, for a Foundation to rebuild the Wall 
upon, and by unfpeakable Induſtry and 
Charges at laſt repaired the Bank. 

I come now to fpeak bf Amfterdam,which 
having been the place of my abode tor ſe- 
veral years, I ſhall give a more large and 
punctual account thereof then I do ot other 
Places : It is eſteemed - ent Men, 
the Second City in the World for Trade, 
and not inferiour to any in Wealth. Cer- 
tainly Amſterdam is one of the Beautifulleft 
Cinies in the World, their Buildings are 
large, their Streets for the moſt part plea- 


"Gantly Planted with Trees, and Paved fo 


neatly,as is to be found no where elſe in any 
Country, fave in ſome of the Seventzen Pro- 
vinces. And although, as I have already 
ſaid; Amfterdam may jultly be taken for the 
Second or Third City after London and Par, 
yer it hath neicher Court nor Univerſity as 
they have. And now in treating of all the 
Excellences and Virtues of Amſterdam, 1 
ſhall nor hyperbolize or flatter ; . for before 
I have done, you ſhall fee, I ſhall alfo Tr 
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fully declaim againſt the Evils, Miſtakes, and 
Vices in it. 

Amſterdam ſtands upon 1000 Morgans of 
Land, encompaſlled with a very ftrong Wall 
and Baſtions moſt pleaſant ro behold, with 
a very large Gracht or Ditch tor the defence 
of three parts of the City, the fourth being 
ſecured by an Arm of the Sea called the 
River 7, or (as the Engliſh Men corruptly 
call it) the Ty. There are 13 Churches in 
thisCity for thoſe.of the Reformed Religion 
( called Dutch Presbyterians ) to meer and 
worſhip in, with two French, one High-Dutch, 
and one Englifh, all Presbyterian Churches, 
who only are allowed Bells, and whole Mi- 
niſters are maintained by the Magiltrate. 
All theſe Churches or Congregations make 
up only a third part of the Inhabitants of the 
Ciry. The Peapifts, who have 85 Houles or 
Chapels to meet in for their Worſhip, make 
another third part, and have a leng Square 
of Houſes for their Nuns to hve in,who are 
not ſhut up in Cloiſters, as in Papiſt Coun- 
tries they are wont to do,but may go inand 
out at their pleaſure, yea and Marry allo, if 
they grow weary of a Nunailh Lite. Theſe 

hurches of the Papiils have no Belkailow'd 
them, being look'd-upon as Conventicles.and 
are many wncs ihut up, and again opened at 
tae Scaw*s pleature; - The other third part 
of the City is made up by Fews, Lutherans, 
Armenians, Brownifs,o5 Engliſh Independ.vis, 

Linn 
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Anabaptiſts,and the Quakers: None of which, 
as was alſo {aid of the Papiſts, have Bells al- 
lowed them, but are accounted Conventi- 
cles; and all that Marry amongſt them mult 
firlt be married by the Magiſtrate, and then 
(if r leaſe) among themſelves in their 
own Aſlemblies; neither are any of them 
admitted unto any Office in the Govern- 
ment, but ſuch only as are of the Reformed 
or Presbiterian Profeſſion. 

The Jews, who are very conſiderable in 
the Trade of this City, have two Syna- 
gogues, one whereof is the largeſt in Chri- 
itendom , and as ſome fay, in the World; 
fure I am, it far exceeds thoſe in Rome, Ve- 
nice, and all other places where I have been. 
Within the Court-yard where their Syna- 
gogue ſtands, they have ſeveral Rooms or 
Schools, where their Children 'are taughe 
Hebrew,and very carefully (to the ſhame of 
Chriſtians neigence) brought up and in- 
ſtructed in the Jewiſh Principles. 

Amſterdam, for the wiſe Stateſmen it hath 
produced, is faid to be a ſecond Arhens ; 
others make it the Storehouſe or Magazine 
of Europe, for that it hath fuch great ſtore of 
Corn,wherewith it furniſhes many other Na- 
tions. And ſecondly, for the excecding great 
Magazine of Spices, which in ancient nmes 
the Venetians brought by Land, furniſhing all 
Parts of Ewrope, but now is done by the Eaft- 
India Company, which: not only ſupplies 

Europe 
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Emrope therewith, but many places in the 
Indies alfo. Thirdly, It hath mconceivable 


* Store of all manner of Proviſions for W ar, 


inſfomuch, that England and divers other 
Nations fend to Amferdin to buy Arms, 
Buff.Coats, Belrs, Match, &c. Yea, here 
are ſeveral Shop- ke -CPers who can de a EC 
Arms for four or five Thouſand Men, and 
at a cheaper rate than can be got any where 
fe; and this they can do by reaſon of their 
great Induſtry in che Ingrofiing moſt of the 
lron Works on the Rhine, and other Rivers, 
which run into He!l/:nd. Fourthly, Amſters 
dam hath more ſtore of tawed and prepared 
Timber for Shipping than can be tound in 
any one Nanon in the World ; and this is 
the Reaſon why her Neighbor Town Sardam 
15 mad2 capable ot Building Ships 20 per 
Cent. cheaper than they can do in Eng. and 
or France : So that both France , and Spain 
do many times -buy them in H:!Uand : As 
lately the King of S2ain bought Te -N a Ca P32 ral 
Ships of the rwo Prothers the Mets Mer 
chants m this City. Fiithiy, Amfirdam is 
the Stapie where the Emperorſzlls his Quick- 
ſilver, not only 0 the &omw d, wuſt in 
his Mines i in the [zd:zes, but tor the making 
of Cins priam or V will , with winch Am: 
terdam farniſhetiy not on ly Europe, but ma- 
ny places un the [:dres. 


Sixthly, Amſterdam is the Marmert where 
the French-King bought hs Marbie for /e-« 
——_ 4 FIrd ” 
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ſeilles, Lowvre, and other of his Palaces in 
France : There are ſuch vaſt Magazines in 
Amſterdam, that a would think, that 
ſees them, there were Quarries of Marble 
near the City Gates. Seventhly, Amſter- 
dam hath the moſt conſiderable Bank that 
now is in the whole World ; I have com- 
pared the Bank of Yenice with that of Genowa, 
and both their Banks write not of ſo much 
Money in two days, as Amſterdam doth in 
one : Further I have compared the Bank of 
Venice with Hamburg, and find both thoſe 
Banks fall very —_— ſhort with the Bank of 
Amterdem, Theie are many other parti- 
culars I could name, as Arguments to prove 
the grcat Riches and Trade of Amſterdam, as 
thot2 vaſt quanuities of Wines, and Brandy. 
wines they {ell in the North and Eaft Seas, 
and thoſe vaſt Countries adjoyning thereun- 
to, from whence they biing Hemp, Pitch, 
and Tar, and furniſh France, I:aly, and Spam 
with the fame; and they likewile have much 
Ingroſſed the Copper and Iron of Swecd. 
lmd. 1 will fay no more of her Stores and 
Magazines, but ſhall in the next place ſay 
ſomething of her Churches, and Chariry to 
the Poor. I will noc ſpeak much of her 
Churches, but only that they are in general 
large and well Builc: In one of them the 
States have ſpared no Colt to exceed the 
whole World in three Things, (v:z.) an 
Organ with ſets of Pipes that counterfit a 

Chorus 
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Chorus of Voices , it hath 52 whole Stops 
beſides half Stops, and hath two rows of 
Keys for the Feet, and three rows of Keys 
for the Hands ; I have had People of Qua- 
lity to hear it Play , who could not believe 
but that there were Men or Women above,

The Second, 1s ſuch a large Carved Pulpet 
and Canopy as cannot be found elſewhere in 
the World : The Third,lIs a Screen of Braſs. 

The Stadthouſe, or Guild-hall of Amſters 
dam, is deſervedly admired and talked of by 


7 all the World, its in Truth a molt neat and 


ſplendid Pile of Building , and the Reader 
will not be diſpleaſed, 1 believe, it I enlarge 
alictlein its Deſcription. This Noble Town- 
Houſe then, is Built all ot Free-Stone , ac- 
cording to the Modern Architecture of the 
Corinthian Order, Adorned with Statues in 
Braſs, and Carving in Marble by the beſt 
Maſters of the Age. A Proſpect whereof 
{ee in the following Figure. Ir is 282 Foot 
wide, 232 Foot deep, and 116 Foot high, 
beſides the Tower. 'The Foundation is laid 
upon 13659 Piles of Wood driven into the 
Ground ; the firſt Stone of it was laid Octe- 
ber 28- 1648. In the middle over the Cor- 
niſh, and juſt before the Tower, is a very 
kandſome piece of Carving in Marble of 8z 
Foot long, and 18 Foot high, wherein the 
Gity of Amſterdam 'is reprelented by a Wo- 

C 2 man, 
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man , on whoſe Right Hand fits the God 
Neptune, with his Trident, and two Sea- 
Goddeſſes bring her the Fruits of the Earth. 
On her Leſt, \rwo Nazdes preſent her with 
Laurels and Palms ; and betore her rwo Tri- 
tons Dance and Sound their Horns. Onthe 
top of this ſtands an Image of Brafs, repre- 
ſenting Peace, and one on each ſide repre- 
ſenring Providence and Juſtice, each Figure 
being 12 Foot high. And on the back part 
of the Building to anſwer, is ſuch another 
piece of Carving, in Marble alſo, ſhewing 
the Grandeur and Commerce of the City ; 
in the middle ſts a Woman, having on her 
Head the Hat with Wings of Mercury ; be- 
kind hergis ſeen the Maſts and Sailsof a Ship, 
and about her lies all forts of Mathe- 
matical Inſtruments uſed in Sailing; at her 
Feer lic the two Rivers I and Amſtel, and 
on each ſide, rhe Inhabitants of the Four 
Pares of the World bring her their Fruits. 
Here likewiſe are placed three Images of 
Braſs of the ſame bigneſs with the other ; 
thar on the cop is an 4t1zs ,, bearing a very 
large Globe of Copper, on the right Hand, 
one repreſenting Temperance , and on the 
teft Juſtice. On each ot the tour Corners of 


the Building, ' over the Corniſh, ſtand four 
Eaglesof Braſs ſupporting an Imperial Crown, 
all finely Gilt. In the middle is erected a 
yery handſom round Tower , advanced a- 
bout 50 Foct above the reſt of the Building vg, 
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the Roof fipported by Pillars, and adorned 
with Images; in it hang a very curious 
Chime of Bells , which at certain times be- 
ing played on by a Perſon maintained for 
that purpoſe, afford a very agreeabie Mu- 
ſick. So much for the out fide. And now 
let us enter. which you may by Seven lntle 
Arched Doors, which let you into the Porch, 
from whence you enter the Houſe by wo 
large Gates, herween which opening bv 
Windows, (with Bars of Cafſt-Braf) oc 2 
Street, ſtands the Juftice-Hall for Trial ot 
Criminals, which s Adornec! with many 
curious Carvings in Marble of Ingemous De- 
vices, which would be too long to deſcribe 
particularly. Feiow Stairs, within fide, 1s 
kept the Office of the Pank, wherc the 
Merchants write off their Money, the 
Prifons both for Debtors and Craminais, 
the Guard Chamber where *he ©@{ inzens 
keep ' the Head-Warch , and where tre 
Keys of the City Gatzs are kept locke np in 
a Cheſt every Night. and fome other Othces. 
From hence you alcend by a handfome 
broad pair Of Stars, though NOT Ver\ lent, 
mrto ro tne Burghers-Ha'lwhich is t 25 Foot 
long, 57 Foot broad, and 98 Foor higin, 
in the Floor whercot are ? Lid mn \larbie 
the ewo Faces of the 'I erreſtrial Globe, and 
that ot the Cuaieftial; which ingemoutly 
ſhews, as in a Map , the Situation ot the 
Countrics of the Earth , and thzz Conſtella- 
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tions in the Heavens: Each of which Maps 
is 22 Foot Diameter. Art the end of this 
Hall is the Scheepens Chamber, where are 
Tryed all Civil Cauſes berween Man and 
Man, and in the Galleries (which go round 
two ſquare Courts on each ſide the Hall, for 
convenience ot Light) aretheſeveral Cham- 
bers, or Offices, belonging to the Govern- 
ment; as the Council es, where ſit 
the Common Council of the City, who 
make Laws,chooſe the Burghermaſters, and 
Scheepens, Depuries for the States, &c. The 
Burghermaſters Chamber,who ſittheredaily 
to Adminiſter the Government : The Bur- 
ghermaſters withdrawing Room: The Schee- 
Extraordinary Chamber : The Trea- 

ury Chambers, Ordinary and Extraordinary : 

The Chamber of Accounts : That of the 
Commitlioners for Bankrupts: Another for 
the Commithoners for Tryal of ſmall Cauſes, 
like our Court of Conſcience : And one for 
the Commillioners of the Hoſpitals; with 
two or three more belonging to the ſeveral 
Secretaries, all which are beautified with tine 
Paintings, and ingenious Devices carved in 
Marble over the Door of cach Chamber; to 
give a particular Deſcription of which would 
take up a Volume, which is not agreeableto 
what here pretend, theſe being only ſhort 


Remarks to put young Travallers in mind 
of what is moſt worthy their Obſervation. 
I thall only therefore ſay in general, that ic 
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1s already a very noble, teautiful, and coſtly 
" Building, and is a ſufficient intimation of the 
Richnels of the City , but ſhould they finiſh 
ie within ſide as they pretend , by Painting 
the Ceilings, and Facing the Walls with 
Marble, &«c. it would make it incompara- 
bly the fineſt and coſtlieft in the World. 
Over theſe Chambers, in the ſecond Story, 
is kept a large Magazine ot Arms, which 
takes up one Angle of the Building, and is 
very compleatly Furniſhed ; the Arms are 
all kept in Preiſes ſhut up, to avoid the in- 
jury of the Weather ; the reſt of the Houſe 

above is not uſed, or Furniſhed at all. One 
thing I mult not omit, and that is, That 
there are Eight Cilte -rns of Water kept always 
full at the top of the Houſe, which by Pipes 
may be let down intoevery Room, toquench 
any accidental Fire ; and the C himneys are 
all lined with Copper, the tormer Stadthoule 

having been Burnt down by Accident. 

I ſhall now proceed, and ſpeak of the 
Alms-houſes, and of the Government of ro 
Poor, of their Priſons, and Houſes of Cor. 
rection. This City 15 ſaid to have 20000 
Poor every day at Bed and Board. The 
Alms-houſes are many , and look more hke 
Princes Palaces than Lodgings for Poor Peo- 
ple: Firlt, there are Houſes tor. Poor old 
Men and Women, then a large ſquare Pa- 
lace for 300 Widows , then there are Hot. 
pitals jor Boys and Cris, tor Bt wrzhers Chal 
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dren, and for Strangers Children, or thoſe 
called Foundlings ; all theſe Boys and Girls 
have every Sunday, and other days of Wor- 
ſhip., rwo Dcitzs given them by the Fathers 
of thele Houts, rhe which the Children put 
into the Deacons Bag when they gather for 
the Poor in the Churches: Then there is an 
Hoſpical for Fools, and a Bedlam: There 
are Houſes where common Deggers, and 
Gameſters, and frequenters of 'Tap-houſes 
are kept hard at Work : Thereisalſoa Houſe 
called, the Raſp-houſe,where petty Thieves, 
and ſuch as ſlaſh one another with Knives, 
ſuch as beg with cheating Devices, Women 
with fained great Bellies, Men pretending to 
have been taken by the Turks , others that 
pretend Wreck at Sea, andſuch as Beg with 
a Clapper, or a Bell, as it they could not 
Speak or Hear, ſuch as thele are kept hard 
at Work, Rafping every day 50 pounds be- 
eween two of them, or elle are beaten with 
a Bulls Piffel, and it yet they Rebel, and 
wont Work, they are ſet in a Tub, where 
if they do not Pump, the Water will ſwell 
over their Heads: Then there is a Houſe 
where Whores are kept to Work , as alſo 
dil-Obzdiznt Children, who live Idle, and 
take no Courſe to maintain themſelves; like- 
wil: Women commonly drinking themſelves 
Drunk, and Sco!ds ; all theſe forts of Hoſpi- 
tals, and Alms-houſcs are ſtately Buildings , 
richly Adorned with Pictures, and their 
- Lodgings 
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Lodgings very neat and clean. In jome, of 
the Boys and Girls Hoſpitals there are 1 oo, 
in ſome 80», and -in ſome Foo in a Houle ; 
then they have Houſes where a Man or a 
Woman may have their Diet, Waſhing, and 
Lodging for his Lite, giving a {mall Sum of 
Money ; theſe are called Brawder; Houſes. 
The Alms Children of this City are held in 
ſuch Veneration and Reſpect, thata Man had 
as good {trike a Burghermaiters Chiid as one 
of them. Theſe Children are permitted toTra- 
vel in any of the Treckſcuts,or Pailage-Boats, 
freely without Money : Theſe Hoſpitals are 
Governed by Mcn and Women, as are of an 
unſported Lite, and reputed to be Rich, De- 
yout, and Pious : It is very obſervable, that 
the Women govern their Women Hoſpitals, 
berter than the Men do theirs; yea, it is a 
general Obſervation in this Country, that 
where the Women have the dwection of the 
Purſe and Trade, the Hnsband ſeldom prove 
Bankrupts, it being the properry of a true 
Born Holland-Wite preſently aft:r Marriage, 
to apply her ſelf wholly to her Buſineſs; bur 
[ forbear to ſay any more of the Dutch- 
houſewives, for ſear of diſpleaſing our Engliſh 
Dames, not ſo much addicted, atlcaſtnotfo 
generally bred up to Induſtry ; Bur to return 
to the Acts of Charity of Amſterdam, the 
which is fo extraordinary, that they furpaſs 
all other Cines in the World, tor they are 
daily.and hourly giving to the Ppor, every 

Houle 
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Houſe in Amſterdam hath a Box ing in 
a Chain, on which is Written, Think on the 
Poor,ſo that when'any Merchant ſellsGoods, 
they commonly conclude no Bargain, but 
more or lefs is put in the Poors Box; theſe 


Boxes are lockt up by the Deacons , who 


Once a quarter go round the City, and take 
the Money out of the Boxes. Thentwice a 
Week there are Men belonging to the Hol- 
pitals that go round the City, and ring a Bell 
at every Houſe, to know what the Maſter 
or Miſtrils of the Houſe will give to the 
Box, who generally give not lefs than two 
Stivers. Then every firſt Wedneſday of the 
Month, the-Deacons intheir turn, go round 
the City, from Houſe to Houſe, to receive 
what every Houſe-keeper will give to the 
Poor , then on the Week before the Sacra- 
ment is given, a Miniſter, with an Elder, 
goes round the City to every Houſe where 
any Members of the Presbiterian Religion 
live, and- there ask if any differences be in 
the Family, offering their Service to recon- 
cile them ; alſo to inſtruct and prepare ſuch 
as are to receivethe Sacrament : Ar thistime 
a Miniſter may be ſeen to go into a Tap- 
houſe or Tavern, for which at another time 
he would be counted a Wine-Bibber,and the 
worlt of Reprobates: Art this time while 
theſe Miniſters and Elders go abour the Ci- 
ty on their Viſtations , the People take an 
occaſion to give to the Poor. And here 1 

| | ought 
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ought not to omit telling you of their great 
Charity to the-diſtreiſed French Proteſtants, 
who are here in great Numbers. They main- 
tain no leſs than 60 French Miniſters , and 
unto many Handicraft, Tradeſmen , and 
makers of Stuffs, and Cloth, they lend Sums 
of Money, without Intereſt, ro buy Work- 
ing Tools, and Materials for their Work ; 
bur this is no other then they formerly did to 
the Poor diſtreſſed Proteſtants of Ireland and 
Piemont ; and their Charity was not a little 
that they gave to Geneva towards the Buil- 
ding their Fortifications; and here give me 
leave to tell you, what King Charles IL. 
laid of the Charity of Amſterdam, when the 
Duke of Lotherdal, hearing that the Prince of 
Orange's Army was not able to oppole the 
French from advancing fo near to Amfer- 
dam, the Duke jearingly faid , That Oranges 
would be very ſcarce is Holland, after Amſter- 
dam ſhould fall into the French Handsto plunder, 
To which His Majeſty faid, That be was of 
Opinion, that God would preſerve Amſterdam 
from being deſtroyed, if it were only for the great 
Charity they have for the Pocr , the which pur 
the. Dukggut of Countenance; I will fay no 
more oftheir Charity, only this, that they 
leave no Stone unturned to bring Monies in- 
to the Poors Stock ; they make the Stage- 
players pay 80000Gildersa year tothe Poor ; 
there is nota Rope-Dancer,Poppet-Player,or 
any of that fort of unneceſlary Vermin which 
frequent 
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frequent Fairs, but pay the third Penny to 
the Poor, whichis caretully looked after, by 
acing an Alms-man at the Door of the 
hs, to ſee that they cheat not the Poor 

of their ſhare. I ſhall now in the next place 
fay ſomething of the Clergy, I mean thoſe 
called, The States Cl: xy, for the States are 
abſolutely Head of their Church ; and when 
any. Synod of Divines meet,two of the States 
are always preſent to hear that they debate 
nothing relating , or reflefting on the Go. 
vernment, or —— it they do, pre- 
ſently the States cry, Ho la mijn Hleeren Pre- 
dicanten, and if their Miniſters meddle with 
any thing” relating to the Government in 
their Pulpits, they ſend them a Brief,(which 
ſome call a pair of Shooes) to quit the City, 
and ſometimes Impriſon them to Boot 5 bur 
ff they behave themſelves quietly and well, 
as they ought to do, they then are reſpected 
by the People as Gods upon Earth : They 
have a Form of Prayer tent them how they 
ſhall Pray for the States, and Stadtholder, 
nor muſt they meddle with any other Reli. 
gion in the Country , becauſe all forts are 
Tollerated, at leaft Connived at by the Ma- 
giſtrates. All thoſe called the Presbirerian 
Miniſters, . or States Clergy , are obliged 
.ader a Forfeiture to have done Preaching 
and Praying by Eleven of the Clock in the 
Forenoon on Sundays, - becauſe then the 
Scheepens go to the Stadthoutz, to Marry 
the 
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*® the Jews, Papiſts, and Lutherans, and others 
* that may not marry after the Calviniſtical 


22 Form; and the reaſon why the Seares thus 


marry them firſt according to Law, is to ren- 
der their Children Legitimate, but they may 
marry again afterwards as they pleaſe them. 
ſelves : None may marry until they have 
made their appearance at the Stadthouſe be- 
fore the Lords; where, it the Parties be 
agreed, the Preachers —_— the Calviniſts, 
and the Scheepens marry all the reft,who dif- 
ter from the Religion eſtabliſhed by Law. *

here are many rich people who make 
that detaule on purpoſe, that they may have 
ſolemn occaſibn of giving to ' the Poor, as I 

knew once an Enghih Merchant did. 
The next thing 1 ſhall fpeak of, is the me. 
thod which the States & 7 wad in ordering 
their 
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their Maritime Afﬀairs, one of the greateſt 
Myſteries in their Government: The States 
General divide their Admiralty into Five 
Courts, which they call Chambers. The 
Firſt is Rotterdam, ( which is the Chamber 
call'd the Aaeſe,) and hath the Admirals 


Amſterdam, which hath the Vice- 
Admiral's Flag; and Zealand hath the Rear- 
Admiral's Flag ; the other Two Chambers 
are thoſe in North-Holland and Frieſland. Each 
of theſe Five Chambers have their Admirals, 
Vice-Admirals, and Rear-Admirals, apart 
from the States-Generals Flags; fothat when 
the States have occaſion to ſet out a Fleet 
of an Hundred Ships, more or lels, every 
Chamber knows the number my mult pro- 
vide for their proportion, though in regard 
of its Opulency, Amſterdam frequently helps 
her Neighbours,and adds rwo,or more,>hips 
than their ſhare comes to. Theſe Cham- 
bers have lately buile 36 Men of War, and 
now are building of 7 more ; .and all this is 
done without noiſe,every one building their 
proportion : And they have admirable me- 
thods in preſerving their Ships when built, 
and their Magazines are in good order, eve- 
ry Ship having an Apartment to lay up all 
its Equipage in; and at the top of their Ma- 
gazines are valt Ciſterns, which are kept 
conſtantly full of Water, having Pipes into 
every Apartment to let it down upon any 

accident 
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accident of Fire. And there is in their Ma- 
gazines a Nurſery Room, where a Woman 
keeps an Office, to feed at certain hours of 
the day a great number of Cats, which af. 
terward hunt among the Stores tor Mice and 
Rats. This great Magazine in Amſterdam 
was built in the time of Cromwell, in the 
ſpace of 9 months and 14 days, in which 
time the Lords of the Admiralty gave the 
Workmen drinkgelr as they call it, to incou- 
rage them to work more than at an,ordina- 
ry rate. At this time, the biggeſt Man of 
War the States had was the Amelia, in which 
the famous Admiral Trump was kilPd ; ſhe 
was a Ship of no more than 56 Guns, atter- 
ward ku a Fire-ſhip. ButtheStatesquick. 
ly diſcovered their want of great Ships, and 
therefore built, the ſame year, 20 Men of 
War, from 5o to 8» Guns : Bur the great 
Ships built at Amſterdam, had like to have 

roved of no uſe, had nor the ingenious 
pork de Wit tound out adevice tocarry 
them over the Pampas, betwixt thoſe they 
call Water Skips. 

The Admiralty have an excellent method 
in fertting out their Fleets, they neither preſs 
Soldiers nor Seamen, all go voluntary at the 
beating of a Drum, each Captain providing 
Men and Proviſions for his Ship, who, after 
they have received Orders trom the Lords 
to the Equipage-Maſter to equip out their 
Ships, and receive the Proviſions of War, 

then 


md 
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then the States ſend aboard each Ship a 
Chaplain, and Check-maſter, who take care 
of the proviſion of War, and ſee that the 
Seamen have the States Allowance, and 
wholeſom Food : And great care is taken by 
the Lords, that both Captains and Seamen 
reccive their Pay punctually for the time 
they are in the States Service : And for the 
incouraging their Scamen, there is plaiſtred 
on a Poard, hanging by the Foremaſt, the 
ſeveral Rewards to fuch as either rake or fire 
a Flag-ſhip, or take or fink any other Ship of 
the Enennies : Alſo what Penſrons a wounded 
Seaman ſhall have, if maim'd or dilabled in 
the States Service, Cc. 

The Lords of the Admiralty follow the 
fame methods which the States-General ob- 
ſerve, as to their Land Obligations, and go 
through this great Charge by the good Ma- 
nagement of their Credit ; tor though it be 
true, that they are indcbted great Sums of 
Money, yet they never want « Supply, nay, 
Moneys are often forced upon them by rich 
Merchants, who ſend in their Moneys, and 
only take the Admiralties Obligations, with 
which they afterward pay their Cuſtoms, 
when their Ships arrive, at which cirae the 
Admiralty allows them Intereſt for the rime 
they have had their Money : And this is it 
that makes the Admiralties Obligations more 
valued than ready Money, tor it faves the 
trouble of telling ; And ſuch is the _ 
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of the Admiralty, that when they have oc- 
caſion for any Goods, the People ſtrive to 
furniſh efem , and rather take their Obliga- 
tions than Money, becauſe they ger Interelt ; 
and all other Atignments upon the Admi- 
ralty are very punctually paid, and without 
Exchequer Fees ; no they are Sworn Offi- 
cers , who are forbid to receive any Moncs

Indies, they are ſaid to have 30000 Men in 
conſtarit Pay, and above 2co Capital Ships, 
eſides Sloops, Ketches, and Yacirts. This 
Company hath by their Polttict. Contrivances, 
and Sedulous Induſtry pofleited chem'-lves 
of many Colonies formerly belonging unto

not fo in Principle : This great Miniſter is a 
Man of indefatagable Induſtry, and labours 
Night and Day in the Companies Service ; 
he Reads over twice the great Journal Books 
which come from the Ind:es,and gut of them 
makes Minutes to prepare- matters of Con- 
cern neceſſary to be conſidered by the grand 
Council of Seventeen, and by the inferiour 
Committees of the Company , and prepares 
Inſtruftions and Orders to be ſent to their 
Chief Miniſters in the Indies ; I could fay 
many more things of his gxeat Worth and 
Virtues, but ſhall forbear leſt I ſhould be 


. judged a Flatterer : Over-againſt this great 


Miniſters Office fit in a Chamber many 
Clarks, or under Secretaries, who receive 
from this Miniſtercheir Orders of Diſpatches 
in the Afﬀairs of the Company ; and next to 
this Chamber is a Regiſter Office, whereare 
kept the Journal Books of the Indies, where 
may ſee the Names of all the Men and 
Women that have ever ſerved the Company 
in the Indies, with the time of their Death, 
or departing the Companics Seiyice; Then

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next to that is a Council Chamber,” where 
the Reſiding Chamber, or Commitee of the 
Compauy always fits ; then affending *up 
Stairs, there ſit their Book-holders,who kee

Company : On this Floor are ſeveral large 
Rooms, in which are great Stores of Pack'd 
Goods. and alſo a Room with all forts of 
Drugs, Tea, Wax, Ambergreace.and Musk ;

the Commillioners lit, who govern the Pack- 
houſes ; and next to them tit their Clerks, 
who keep the Regiſters of the Sales ot the 
Compames Goods: And on the ſame Gal- 
lery or Floor, 15 a Chamber where are kept 
the ſeveral Books of Divinity, Printed inthe 
Indian Language, that are tenttoche ſeveral 
Colonies of the Company : And at the end 
of this Gallery 15 a Magazine full of Medi- 
caments and Inſtruments for Barber Chirur- 
geons Chelts, to furniſh the Companies >hips 
and Garifons in. the dies : Then aflending 
up another pair of Stairs, there are {cveral 
large Magazines of Nutmegs, Cloves, Mace, 
and Cinnamon; and in a long Gallery are 
many Men at Work ſorting ot Spices hit for 
Sale : Then aſcending up another pair of 
Stairs there are manv Rooms fuil of Spices ; 
then deicending into the Court-yard , ther=! 
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is Guard Chamber, where every Night tle 
Houſe-kezper hath a Watch, and on the o- 
taer ſide of the Gate there is a Chymilt,wl:o 
with his Men prepares Medicaments for the 
I:d:ies; adjoyning to this Court-yard is their 
Ware-houſe and Pack-houſe for Pepper and 
Groſs Goods; bur betore I leave this Hout-: 
in the old part of the Ciry, I muſt fa «ome. 
thing of the manner or method uſed in the 
TranfaRions of the Jews and others, who 
make a Trade of Buying and Selling the 
Actionsof the Company,the which is a great 
Myltery of Iniquity, and where it inricketh 
one Man, it ruins an hundred. "The Jews 
are the chict in that Trade, and are faid to 
Negotiate 17 parts of 22 in the Company ; 
Theſe Afions are bought and ſ{oid tourtimes 
a day,at3in the Morning in the Jews-{trect, 
at a 11 on the Dam, %t 12 and at one a 
Clock upon the Exchange, and at fix in the 
Evening onthe Dam; and in the Colleges or 
C'ubs of the Jews until 12 at midnight, 
where many times the crafty Jews and orhers 
have contrived to coin bad News to make 
the Actions fall, and good News to raiſe 
them, the which Craft of doing at Amſtcr- 
dem is not taken notice 'of, which is much 
to be wondred at, In ſuch a Wiſe Govern- 
ment as Amſterdam is; for it 15 a certain 
Truth , they many times ſpread Scandalous 
Reports touching the Affairs of State, which 


paſs amongſt the Ignorant for Truth, 
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[ ſhall now in the next place ſay fome- 
thing of their Palace, or Magazine, in th: 
new part of the City, the which may mor? 
properly be called an Arſenal : Ir is a Euild- 
ing fo ſuperb, that it looks more like a Kings 
Palace, than a Magazine for Merchants : [ 
have meal.red the Ground on which this 
Arſenal ſtands, which I find to be 2500 
Foot, and fquare every way, reckoning the 
Motes, or Burga's, about it. I remember 
the Ingenious Sir F ſeph Wilimſon meatued 
the rwo Rope-Alleys, by telling the Stone- 
Figures in the Wail, and found them to be 
1820 Foor long the like wherzot is not to 
be feen in the World. On th: backiide 
of this Rope Alley I.5 a fore of Five Hun- 
dred large Anchors, beiid2s tmali on25 ; 1n 
this Arſenal rney bu.d te Ships belonging 
to this Chamber: And here are a!l forss of 
Work-houſcs tor the Artiiicers that ſerve the 
Company. And in a Chamber next to 
the Joyners Office, is a model of a Ship, 
they now buiid their Ships by, which <olt 
6550 Gilders. , When a Man behotds the 
great” StOres off Timber, C ordage, and the 
Proviſions of War in their Magazine, a Man 
would think there were enough to furnifh 
a whole Nation : In this Arſenal the Ships 
unload their Goods, laid up in ſeveral Aparrt- 
ments in the grand Magazine, and atter- 
ward is xzemoved to the Houle in the o'd 
part of the City, as there is occaſion for 

dale. 
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Sale. Inthe upper part of this large Palace 
ſit the xn Dal neg but on the. lower 
part of this Houſe is an Aparment where 
the Committees aſſemble upon occaſion 
of Buſinels: This Arſenal is not to be ſeen 
* by Strangers without a Ticket from the Be- 
winthebbers. Now all what I have ſpoken 
of theſe ewo Houſes, or Magazines, doth 
only belong-unto the Chamber of Amfter. 
dam, There are yet other Chambers of 
the Company, who, according to their Quo. 
ta, or ſtock in the Company, have the like 
Houſes and Magazines, as the Chambers of 
Zealand, Delft , Rotterdam, Horne, and Em 
kuſem, And now I have named the Six 
Chambers, of which the Company is com- 
ſed, I ſhall fay ſomething of their Con- 
ticution, which is from an Odroy, or At 
of the States-General ; by which they have 
Sovereign Power over their Servants in the 
Indies, yea, their Authority reacherh their 
Servants in all Territories of the' States-Ge- 
nerals Dominions: It is Death for any of che 
States Subjects to be —_— againlt this 
Company ; nor may any, Of what Nation 
ſocver, that lives in any of the Companies 
Territories, as Burghers or Servants, return 
into Europe without leave from the Com. 
pany, only thoſe called Freemen may de- 
part without asking leave to remove: The 
Grand Councel of this Company iis the Aſ. 
{:mbly of the Seventeen, which are el:&ted 
out 
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out of the ſeveral Chambers before named, 
that 5, Eight from Amſterdam, and four 
from Zealand ; Delft, Rotterdam, Horne, and 
Enkuſen, ſend one a piece, which makes Six- 
teen, and the five letſer Chambers by turns 
choſe the Seventeenth. In the Chamber of 
Amſterdam there are 20 Bewinthebbers, or 
Committee for Management of the Stock, in 
ordinary, who are for Life, and have 1000 
Ducatoons a Year, and Spices at Chriſtmas, 
and their Travelling Charges, when they go 
upon the Companies Service. The next 
Chamber is Zealand, which hath twelve Be- 
winthebbers, who have about 250 /. a Year, 
and travelling Charges, and Spices at Chriſt. 
mas, The next is Deift, which bath Seven 
Bewinthebbers,who have only 120 4. a Year, 
and Travelling Charges and Spices at Chriſt. 
mas. "The other Chambers of Rotterdam, 
Horne and Enkuſen , have ſeven Bewintheb- 
bers a piece, and the like Salary, with Tra- 
velling Charges and Spices at Chriſtmas, as 
the Chamber of Delfe hath. Theſe Bewin- 
thebbers are cle&ted or choſen out of thoſe 
Adventurers called the High Participanten of 
the Com "Se enerall fuch 
as are Rich, and Md Parts 4 Wiſdom, 
molt of them being of the Magiltracy of the 
Country. No Man is capable of being Ele- 
&ed a Bewinthebber who hath not 1<co /. 
Stock in the Company. In a word, this 
Grand Council of the Seventz<n. make Laws 
for the Governing the Co:npany, both in 
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India and Europe. It is they that appoint the 
Days of Sale, and what Number of Ships 
each Chamber muſt ſend to the Indies ; and 
likewiſe order the Building of Ships, and all 
other grand Concerns. This Company is 
worthily elteemed a Wiſe, Politique, De- 
ſerving Company , ſparing no coſt to get 
oor ntelligence of Affairs, ſending Med. 
engers and + over Land to the Eaft. 
Inates, They have their Spies and Correſpon- 
dents in all the coniiderable Trading Parts of 
the World : They have been to induſtrious 
as to gain the Spice Trade, not on'y from 
the Venetians Spaniards Portuguiſcs. French, 
Danes, and other European Nations, bur 
have allo Iingroſied all the Spices 3 ſo thar, 
a5 I cold you before, they fel; Spices to the 
Indians chemſcives : Fut this I muſt fay tor 
chem, that th:y are a Generous Company, 
and gratefully paving Refpedts where it is 
due, .as latz.y they have Complemented his 
Roval! Highneſs the Prince of O-:rge,His pre- 
tent Majetty of Gr.at Briccin, with an An- 
nual Sum out of the Profits of their Compa- 
ny, to make him their Friend and Prote- 
cor. Neither are they backward in beſtow. 
ing Preſents upon Strangers that have obli- 
ged them, as I could inftance in fome of our 
own Nation. They are alſo _ charitable 
to the Poor, giving them the Thoufandtch 
Gi:der of all the oods rhey fell. And to 


all the Retormed Miniſters in _—_— 
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they ſend- Spices at Chriſtmas, to pray every 
Sund tor the Welfare and Proſperity of the 
Company. To conclude, this Company is 
"a Buckler and Defence for the Common- 
wealth upon all urgent Occaſions : And tru- 
ly our Engliſh - ag.” might be 
the ſame toour King, if the Differences be- 
tween the Two Companies were compoſed; 
elpecially now they have ſuch a great King 
to protect them, and that the Interlopers 
are deſtroyed. 

And now it is high time I ſhould tell you 
the Methods a Stranger mult take it he hath 
occafion to keep Houſe in Amſterdam :- If a 
Man will hire an Houſe, he muſt take a 
Leaſe upon Seal'd Paper, tor which you 
muſt pay a Tax to the States, and pay the 
Broaker that makes the Bargain : Bur before 
you can buy a Houſe,you mult he in a capa- 
city to be made a Burgher. To this n_—_ ie 
is uſual to take with you to the-Stadthouſe 
your Broaker, or any two Securities, and 
there before the Burghermaſters take the 
Oath of Burgherſchap, which is tobe faith- 
tal to the City, to the Magiltrates and Go- 
vernment, ©&c. Bur if you buy either Land 
or Houſes, and lodge privately; you will find 
your caſe much worſe ; then you muſt pay 
a Legion of Taxes to the Mills that drain 
your Lands, and for maintaining the Banks 
and Sluces ; and if the States have occaſion 
to build a Fortification on your Lands, or 
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to drown them in time of War, you muſt 
be contented with the States Terms : And 
if your Houſe or Houſes ftand empry with- 
out Tenants, yet you mult pay © Gems 
Taxes on that Houſe or Houlh. Thus much 
for the Method how you are to be advanced 
to be a Burgher of Amſterdam, and to give 
you a taſte what ” are to pay for Houſes 
or Land, if you fertlethere ; and it youhave 
either purchaſed or hired an Houſe, then 
comes: an Officer from the Stadthouſe, with 
a Printed Sealed Paper, who tells you, you 
muſt pay as followeth. 

Firſt, A Pole-Tax for every Male and Fe- 
male Servant in the Houſe above eight Years 
old, fix Gilders a Year. 

For a Coach, it you keep one, 75 Gil- 
ders a Year. | 

For a Coach without Wheels, 50 Gilders 
a Year.

For Wine, as your Quality is.

There is alſo a Tax on the Bread. 

Then there is a Tax called the 2coth 
Penny, and a Tax called the 8th : "Then 
there are many 'T axes in Trade, as that no 
Man can weigh or meaſure out his own 
Goods if fold in groſs, bur the States Offi- 
cers mult do it. Then the States have a Tax 
called the Verpownding on all Lands and Hou- 
{cs in their Dominions. Then they have a 
Tax on SeaPd Paper, and a Tax for Regi- 
ſtering Lands or Houſes ; likewiſe a Tax on 
Cows, Horſes, Calves, and on all fort of 
Fruit, There are many other Taxes I could 
name, as a Stiver tor every Man that goes 
our or into any Cy after the Hour ot ihurz- 
ting the Gates. Alſo you pay for going 
over ſome Bridges, and paſing through 
Gares called Tolbek , a Stivesg for every Per- 
fon ; but Coaches, Wagons or Horſes pay 
more. Theſe I have already named , you 
will ſay, are too many ; yr I may not tor- 
get to tell you, that Milk tirit pays as Muk; 
and again if it be made Burtrer ; yea, the 
Burtermi'k and Whay pays a Tax likewilz, 
for all which a Man would think that aPeo- 
pie that ſtand ſo much upon maintaining of 
their Liberty ſhould Mutiny, and refuſe pay- 

ent ; Bur this ſeldom happens; and if it 


oth, 
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doth, the States puniſh them very ſeverely. 
I remember that in my tim? there was a 


* Mutiny at S$ar4:» about paying a new Tax, 


whereupon the Staces ſent a Regiment of 
their Souldiers, and ſeized the Heads of the 
Murineers, and hanged up hveor fix of them 
at the Towns end, and ſeverely whipt eight 
under the Gallows. And in the rich City 
of Amſterdam, it any refuſe to pay their Tax, 
the Magiſtrates fend their Officer to pull off 
their Doors ; and it they remain long ob- 
itinate, thev {end and terch away the lower 
Windows ot their Houſe, and they dare not 
put up others. until they have paid the Taxes, 
Howerer, this is obfervab e. that it any Man 
wiil twear Ie 1s not worth what he i taxed 
at, then he is tree : Bur there are many fo 
proud, rhat 'they will nor let the Worid 
know their Condition. I knew a Merchant 
named 0-nia, who paid during the War for 
his 2:<th Penny, and other "Faxes for his 
and his Wives Children, (having had ewo 
Rich Wives) 14©cc0o Pounds Sterling. I al- 
{> knew an Englith Anabaptiſt Merchant, 
who told the Engliſh Envoy in my pre- 
ſence, That he had paid near 4<co /. Ster- 
ling to the War, and yer the ſame Man did 
Grumble to pay his Majeſtics Conful a pity- 
ful Fee or Cpnfulat-Money on his Ships : 
The reaſon whereot I once asked him, who 
anſwered me, Thar the King could not raiſe 
a Penny in Erg/-:d without his Mo 
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and therefore much lefs could he do it in the 
States Colifhtry. Thus theſe Phanaricks ha 
father make Bricks Without Straw, than pay 
che teaſt Tribiite to their Natural Prince's 
Officer. Should we in England be obliged 
to pay the Taxes that are here impoſed, 
there would be Rebellion upon Rebellion 1 
Arid yet after all that is here paid, no Man 
may bake his own Bread, or grind his own 
Gorn, or brew his Beer, nor dare any Mar 
keep in his Houfs a Hand-Mill, although it 
be Lis to frind Muſtard or Coffee. I re: 
member one Mrs. Guyn a Coffee-Woinan at 
Ritterdam, had- Iike to have been ruined for 
grinding her own Coffee, had not Sir Lyzxc! 
"Fenkins emp.oyed his Secretary Doctor 1m 
to ititreat the States on her behalf ; and it 
was reckoned a grand favour that ſhe was 
only fined, and not baniſhed the City, and 
fortciture made of all her Goods. I remem- 
ber allo a Landlord of mine in Leyden bought 
a live Pig in the Market, and innocently 
brought it home, and kilfd it, for which he 
had like to have been ruined, becauſe he did 
not firſt ſend to the Exciſemen to excite it; 
and alſo let the \ ifitors fee that the Pig was 
free trom Lilaſes. Art another time a Wine- 
Merchant coming to give me a Viſit,told mg 
that he had the rareſt Rhenilh in the Ciry, 
and that it I would fend my Maid ro hisCel- 
lar with fix Potiles , they ſhonld be filld : 
Whereupon I ſent the Maid only with twa 
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Bottles, and charged her to-hide them un- 
der her Apron ; but fuch was her misfor- 
tune, that the Scouts Dienaers met her, and 
ſeized her and her Bottles, and carried her 
to Priſon, which coſt the Wine-Merchant 
1500 Gilders ; and had it not been for the 
ſtrongeſt Sollicitations made by us, he had 
been ruined : So facred are Taxes here, and 
muſt ſo exaly be paid. were they 
not here ſo preciſe, it were impoſſible for 
fo ſmall a Country to ſubſiſt : And therefore 
you may hear the Inhabitants generally ſay, 
that what they ſuffer is for their Vaderland : 
Hence the meaneſt among them are content 
to pay what is laid on them, for they fay all 
what is the Vaderlands is ours, the Men of 
War are. theirs, the ſumptuous Magazins, 
Bridges, and every thing what is the Vader. 
lmds. And indeed in a ſenſe it is fo, for 
they have this to comfort them, that if ic 
pleaſe God to viſit them with Poverty, Gay 
and their Children have the Publick Purſe 
to maintainthem; and this is one mainReaſon 
why they fo willingly pay their Taxes as they 
do ; for there's not a Soul born in the States 
Dominions that "wants warm Cloaths and 
Dyer, and good Lodging, it they make their 
caſe known to the Magittrates. And tor the 
 Vagabonds that rove up and down the 
Streets, they are cither Walloons, or other 
Strangers as pretend to have been ruined by 
the lare Wars. 
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I ſhall now in the next place tet you 
know how excellently the Laws are here 
executed againſt Fraud and Perjury, and 
the Intention of Murders; which Laws were 
once much uſed in Eng/and, as you ſhall 
hear hereafter when I ſpeak of the Duke of

The Cheat of breaking with a full Hand 

is not fo frequent in Holland as in England, 
(where fome uſc it as a way to flip out of 
Buſineſs, and thento live conveniently after. 
ward upon the Eſtates of other Men) be- 
cauſe in Holland they are more ſeverely pu- 
niſhed when diſcovered than in England : 
As on the contrary, thoſe that fall to decay 
h Loſſes, and unavoidable Accidents 
which they could noe prevent, find a more 
y and eafte way of Compounding and 
thing Matters withtheir Creditors it they 

be over-{trit, than the Cuſtom or Law 
of England doth afford, for the ſuing out of 
Statutes of Bankrupts in Eng/and doth prove 
many times ſo pernicious both to Creditor 
and Debtor through the rediouſnes of the 
Procecdings , and the expenſivenefs of Exe. 
cnting the Commiſhons, that what by Com. 
miſlioners Fees, Treats, and other incidene 
Charges, the Creditors are put to fuch Ex- 
jun as to be utterly diſappointed of their 
, and the Poor Debtors for ever ruined 

and undone; I ſhall therefore in this place 
give a ſhort Relation of the method uled in 
Amſterdam in the cafe of Bankrupts, which 
perhaps may be taken notice of by our King 
and Parliament, for the preventing Dilor- 
ders and fad Abuſes that daily happen in 


Frecming the Statutes of Bankrupts : The 
; Mag. 
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Magiſtrates of Amſterdam every year Name 
Commiſſioners for Bankrupts, out of thoſe 
that make up a Judicarure, like toour Courts 
of Aldermen in London; Theſe meet certaur 
days in the Week in a diltin& Chamber in 
the Stadthouſe, over whoſe Door is cut in 
Marble the Emblem of Fortune fiying away 
with Wings, and round Chelts turn'duplide 
down, with Mice and Rats Eating the Mo- 
ney-Bags, Pens, Inkhorns, and Paper-Books. 
There they receive Petitions trom Debeors 
and Creditors, and as oc:ation requireth, 
ſummon the Parties ro appear before them, 
and to lay open the true Stare of the marter z 
this done, they cither by Authority feize the 
Bankrupts Books and Etfects, oretfe without 
any ſtir and naite leave all remaining in the 
Debrors Houtes, and fend chicher two Com- 
mitr2es ro examine the Books, and make an 
Inventory ot the Eftate,with power to com» 
== rhe matrer, without giving much trou- 
ie to the Parties. It the Commithoners 
find that the Debtor is come to decay by 
unexpected Lotles, and unavoidable Acct 
dents, to which he did not at all contribure, 
ir 15 their utual way to propole to the Cre- 
ditor {ch amicable and catie Terms, as tho 
Poor Man may be able to pertorm,, alocing 
lomertimes the half of che Eſtate tett ro che 
Debtor, fomctimes a third part, and ſome. 
times pertwacig the Creditors to advance 
to the Poor Man a Sim of Money to help 
Ky ham 
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him up again in Trade,upon Condition that 
he do oblige himſelf to PaY the Creditors all 
he oweth them, when God ſhall be pleaſed 
to make him able; but on the contrary, if 
the Commiſſioners find that a Trader hath 
dealt Knaviſhly, and broken with a deſignto 
Defraud and Cheat his Creditors, as if it ap- 
pear that a Bankrupt hath kept falſe Books, 
and counterfeited Bills of Exchange, Bills of 
Loading, or pretended Commitlions from 
Foreign Parts ; in ſuch a caſe they are very 
ſevere, and not only ſeize all the Books and 
Effects of the Bankrupt, but alſo Impriſon 
him, and alſo puniſh him —_; and 
if the cheat be of an heinous Nature, Sen- 
tence him ſometime to Death ; whereas, if 
the Debtor be only Unfortunate,and no ways 
Knaviſh , then the Commilſlaries uſe all r 4 
Power they have to force the Creditors to 
accept the Poor Mans Terms, the which is 
better for the Creditors than to uſe the ri- 
our of the Law, in 'committing the Poor 
an to Prifan, ſeeing in that caſe the Cre- 
ditors muſt maintain him in Priſon according 
to his Iry, where it helies a certain time, 
and the Creditors be not able to prove the 
Priloner hath an Eſtate, then the Debtor is 
admitted to his Oath to Swear he 15 not worth 
40 Gilders, beſides his wearing Cloths and 
working Tools, and then he is fer atliberry ; 
but in the mean time let the Priſoner have a 


Care r.ot to make a falls Oath, for then he is 


puniſhed 
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puniſhed without Mercy , an inſtance of 
which happened in my time. 

The States having admitted a certain Jew 
to come and make fuchan Oath before them, 
were at the ſame time informed by the Goaler, 
that this Jew had been ſeen through the 
chinks of the Door, quilting Ducats of Gold, 
and ſome Diamonds in his Cloaths, to the 
value of 5000 Gilders. "The States hereupon 
admoniſhed the Jew to take heed to what 
he was about to Swear,becauſe the Law was 
very ſtrict againſt ſuch as made falſe Oaths 
before them, and at the ſame time cauſed 
the Oath, and the I aw to be Read unto 
him ; nevertheleſs the Jew offered to take 
the Oath, bur the Lords not ſuffering himro 
Swear, becauſe then he muft die by Law, 
cauſed him to- be taken out into anather 
Room and ſearched, where they found a- 
bout him the Ducats and Diamonds : This 
being told the Lords, they ſent for him in, 
and then Sentenced him to have 60 Lathes 
under the Gallows, and to be Baniſhed the 
Country; yer, becauſe the Jew had many 
Children, they gave the third part of what 
was taken about him to his Wite and Chil- 
dren, and a third tothe Poor, andthe other 
third to the Creditors, which was enough 
© pay them their Debt : Theſe Commitho- 
ners are paid by the States, and have not a 
Doit from Debtors or Creditors, forall whar 
they do ; Theſz Commiſſioners are alfo 
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much to be commended for their readineſs 
to do good Offices to thoſe Poor Merchants, 
who having lived honeſtly, arc brought to 
decay by Loiles and Crofles in their Trade ; 
who when they find any ſuch fo Poor that 
they can neither pay their Creditors, nor 
maintain the charge of their Families, it is 
their conſtant 5, ng to take their Chil- 
dren from tnem , and maintain and bring 
them up in their Hoſpitals 3 yea, often alſo 
folliciting the Burghermaſters on their be- 
half, to 5k ſome ſmall Office upon them 
for their Relief and Subſiſtance. And here 
I muſt not omit to acquaint you, that as the 
Compounding of Matters in Holland betwixe 
Debtor and Creditor, fo as hath been ſaid, is 
very cafic and equitable, fo 15 alſo their way 
or method of ſuing for Debts very favorable, 
which s after this manner ; In the firſt place, 
a Note or Summons 1s left at the Debtors 
Houle, and if he negle to appear, afecond 
Summons 15 ſent , but then it he neither ap- 
pear himſelf, orſend his Proctor, the Sheritfs 
order an Arreſt againſt him ; and ar laſt, 
when he is brought beforethem.it the matrer 
be difficult, it 15 referred to two or three 
= Men of the City, and timc given him ; 
ut if the Plaintiff make Oath, that he ap- 
prehends the Debtor hath a deſign to run a- 
way, then muſt the Priſoner either give Bail, 
Or return to Priſon. Ir is a Remark that I 
bave made in my Travels , that excepting 
Lancs 
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France and Flanders, I never gw in any Pri- 
fon above forry Prifoners for Debt at one 
time, and in ſome great Towns, asin Her. 
lem and others, ſometimes not one ; andthe 
Reaſon hereof is plain, for you cannot lay a 
Man in Priſon for an Action or Debt, fmall 
or great, but you muſt maintain the Pritoner, 
ſo that many times the Charges exceed the 
principal Debt, and after al, the Priſoner 
can free himſelf; whereas the Cuſtom in 
England, encouraged by thols Varlers the 
Perryfoggers and Catchpoles, . of turning a 
Man into a Priſon for a Crown, or it may 
be for nothing at all, if he cannot find Bail, 
he may lie and Starve there, is an abomina. 
ble abuſe; as alſo that of Suborning falſe 
Witneſſes, which s cxereamly cned out a- 
gainſt beyond Sea. 

And now becauſe I am Speaking of Petty. 
fozgers, give me leave to tell you a Story [ 
met with when I lived in Rome, going with 
a Roman to ſee fome Anrtiquitics, he ſhewed 
me 2 Chapel, Dedicated to one St. Ewona, a 
Lawyer of Britain, who he ſaid cameto R-»e 
to intreat the Pope to give the Lawyers of 
Br::2in a Patron, to which the Papereplicd, 
Thar he knew of no Saint but what was dil. 
poled of r5 othet Profeſſions; at which Evans 
was very 1ad,and earnetily beg'd of the Pope 
to 1ink of ons tor them ; Ac laſt, che Pope 
propcied to St. Evens , that he ſhould go 
rowd the Church of St. folbn de Laters 
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Blindfold, and after he had faid ſo many Ave 
Maria's, that the firſt Saint he laid hold of 
ſhould be his Patron, which the good old 
Lawyer willingly undertook; and at the end 
of his Ave Maria's, he ſtopt at St. Michael's 
Altar, where he laid hold of the Devilnnder 
St. Michae/'s Feet, and cry'dout, Thisis our 
Saint, let him be our Patron; ſo being un- 
blindfolded, and ſeeing what a Patron he had 
choſen, he went to his Lodgings fo dejected, 
that in few Months after he Died, and com- 
ing to Heavens Gates, knockt hard; where. 

n St. Peter asked, Who it was that knockt 
fo boldly, he replied, That he was St. Evona 


| the Advocate : Away, away, faid St. Peter, 


here is but one Advocate in Heaven, here 
is no room for you Lawyers. O bur, ſaid St. 
Ewvona , I am that honelt Lawyer who never 
took Fees on both ſides, or ever pleaded in 
a bad Cauſe; nor did I ever ſet my Neigh- 
bours together by the Ears, or lived by the 
Sins of the People. Well then, faid St. Peter, 
come in: This news coming down to Rome, 
a witty Poet writ upon St. Evona's Tomb 
theſe words ; St. Evona un Briton, Adwvocat 
non Larron, Hallelnwjab. This Story put me 
in mind of Ben. Fohnſon's going through a 
Church in Swrrey, ſeeing Poor People weep- 
ing over a Grave, asked one of the Women, 
Why they wept? O faid ſhe, we have loſt 
our precious Lawyer, Juſtice Randal, he kept 
us a!l in Peace, and always was fo good as 
to 
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to keep us from going toLaw, the beſt Man 
that ever lived, Well, faid Ben. Fobnſon,l will 
ſend you an Epitaphto writeupon his Tomb, 
which was, 


God works Wonders now and than, 
Here lies a Lawyer an honeſt Man. 


And truly old Ben. was in the right, forin 
my time I have obſerved ſome Gentlemen of 
that Profeflion, that have not acted like 
St. Evona, or Juſtice Randal, I will fay no 
more of them, but wiſh them as great Fees, 
and as much encouragement as the Lawyers 
have in Switzerland. 

I now come to Speak ſomething of the 
three Taxes I mentioned in the former part 
of my Remarks on Taxes, of which the firſt 
ought rather to be called an uſeful and pub- 
lick Invention, like to that of the Inſurance 
Othce in London, then a publick Tax,ſeeing 
no Man needs contribute to it unlefs they 
pleaſe, and find his profit by it; but the 0- 
ther may be called Taxes, becah the Sub- 
jects are obliged to ſubmit to them, but then 


| they are ſo calie, that what the publick gets 


thereby, not only leſſons extraordinary Sub- 
ſidies, which many times occaſions clamour, 
when becauſe of their Rarity, and the ur- 
gency of Occaſions, they rauſt needs be 
great. 
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Yet it is ſuſhciently Compenſated by the 
advantage and ſecurity in the Eſtates, which 
private Perſons, who are obliged to pay it, 
reap thereby daily: I am contident, that if 
the King and Parliament thought fitcointro- 
duce ſome , or all three of chefs Taxes into 
England, the publick charge of Government 
might be defrayed with more eaſe, and with 
leſs repining and clamour, than when it mult 
be done by new and high Impoſitions; how. 
ever, our Governors are the proper Judges of 
that. 

The firſt then is an Houſe called the 
Merchants Bank, which i governed by di- 
vers Commiſhoners, Clerks, and Book. 
keepers,lkewiſe an Eifay-Maſter,who judgerth 
of the Gold and Silver , that at any time is 
brought into the Bark uncoined : The fecu. 
rity given for preſervation thereof, are tlic 
States and Magiſtrates of Amſterdam. Now 
xf you have a mind to put Money into ths 
Pank , fuppote 1000. kefs or more, you 
mult go to the Clerks, and ask a Folio tor 
your Name , and then pay in your Money 
at three or four per Cen. according as the rare 
of the Pank-Money t high or low , or you 
may buy itof thoſe called Caſhiers or Brokers; 
then ger the Clerks to fet down in the Folio 
whar you bring in; having done ſo.youmay 
draw this Sum, or fe! it in whar parcek you 
plizaſe ; but then it you let your Money tie 
teven yearsinthe Bank,youreceweno interett 
tor 
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for the ſame. If you ask, Where then is the 
Advantage for the Merchants? I anſwer, firlt, 
you have your Money ready at all times for 
anſwering Bills of Exchange,and making other 
Payments: You are at no charge for Bags or 
Portage, at no lots by falſe tale, or bad Mo- 
ney, in no danger of Thieves, or unfaichful 
Servants, or Fire ; and abote all, you have 
the Accounts of your Ca!h moſt punctually 
and juſtly kept without any trouble, or run- 
ning the risk of Goldſmith or Caſhierers 
breaking in your Debt ; for fuch i their 
care, that twice a Year, or fometimes oft. 
ner, they ſhut up the Bank for 14 Days, and 
then all that have Concerrs therein, muſt * 
bring in their Accounts to the Clerks, who 
a few Days after, having viewed the Books, 
acquaint fuch as have brought in wrong Ac- 
counts with their Miſtakes, deſiring them 
to return to their Books, and rectihe their 
Error, not telling them wherein the miſtake 
lies : So that I have known Merchants, in 
my time, ſent back chree or four times with 
their wrong Accounts : Bur it hey begin to 
grow impatient, and ſay that they will ſtand 
to their Accounts, then they pay a Mulct to 
the Clerks upon their convincing them of 
their Miſtakes, either by charging roo much 
upon the Bank, or forgetting or omitting 
what was their due. I knew rwo Merchants, 
who having forgot, the one 750 1. and rhe 
other 220 {. in their Accounts; were honeſt- 

ly 
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ly reftified by the Clerks , fo that they ſu- 

ained no Loſs. Beſides this care of the 
Clerks in keeping and ſtating the Accounts, 
the Bank is obliged for 5 /. a Year co ſend 
to every Merchant that deſires it, their Ac- 
counts every Morning before Exchange- 
time, of the Moneys written of by them in 
in the Bank the Day before upon any Mer- 
chants Account, and what Sums are written 
of _—_ upon their Accounts : So that 
the Merchants may compare the Banks 
Notes with their Books, and fo fave much 
of the Charges of Book-keeping. 

Now if it be obje&ted, That though this 


.' be an Adv eto the —_— yet what 


can the ick gain thereby, lecing the 
Charges of paying Officers, Clerks, &c. 
muſt needs be very conſiderable ? 

I anſwer, That indeed it is a Myſtery to 
thoſe who underſtand not the thing; bur if 
it were once known and practiſed, the Ad- 
vantage of it would appear : For among 0- 
ther things which might be faid , the Magi- 
ſtrates of the-City take out of the Merchants 
Bank a ſufficient Stock of Money to fupply 
the Lumbert, a Bank that lends out Money, 
and is Governed by four Commitlioners cho- 
ſen out of the ſtrates, who ſit in Court 
every Day in the bert, which is a large 
Pile of Building 300 Foot long, containing 
ſeveral Chambers and Magazines under one 
Roof; in theſe ſeveral Chambers the Com- 

miſſioners 
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miſoners have Officers ſitting tolend Money 


upon all forts of Goods, even from a pair of 
Shooes to the richeſt Jewel, &e. This is a 
reat convenience for Poor People ; yea, 
or Merchants alſo ,-who ſome times may 
want Money to pay a Bill of Exchange,and 
revents the Cheating , and extraordinary 
en uſed by the Pawn-brokers in Zng- 
land, France, and other Countries. And be- 
ſides, the Poor have their Pawns wy _ 
well preſerved, neither are they punctually 
fold when the Yearis out,or demied under the 
pretext of being miſlaid, asthe Poorare often 

times ſerved by the wicked Pawn-brokers. 
There is alſo another convenience in this 
Lumbert,viz. an excellent way they haveof 
diſcovering Thieves, and the ſtolen Goods; 
they oublith ewo general open Sales of Goods 
pawn'd, twioe 4 year, that ſuch as will may 
redeem their Goods, and paying the Inte- 
relt may have them, although the time be 
relapſed. Thus much as to the Lumbert. 1 
was once, according to my Duty, to wait 
upon the D. of York, at the Bank of Mer- 
chants, where ſhewing his Highneſs the way 
of keeping the Journal-Book of the Bank, 
which is of a prodigious bigneſs,his Highneſs 
was extreamly pleaſed with the contrivance of 
preſerving it trom Fire ; ſaying, that the 
courle they took might be ot great uſe for 
the preſerving Patents, and the Deeds of 
Noblemens Eſtates ; This contrivance, which 
Det - 
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perhaps may be choughe- uſeful of imitabte, I 
jhall therefore deſcribe it :. It is a large Fite- 
ſtone ſhaped like a Cheſt, and fer opright in 


a Stone-Wall, having a large Braſs Door of 


a vaſt thicknefs, with Flaps to fall orcr and 
cover the Lock and Hinges; into this Cheſt 
the Book is drawn upon Rol's, it being of 
ſuch a bulk and weight as cannot be hand<d 
in by a Man, and there it is fo fecurely 
preſerved, that althongh the Houſe ſhould 
be burne, the Book in all probabiliry would 
be ſafe. Should I here give an account of 
the vaſt Sums of Money that daily are writ- 
ten of in this Bank, 1 might probably be 
thought to ſpeak at random, bur this I may 
boidly affirm,that it far exceeds all the Banks 
in Europe, both for Riches and Buſinefs, and 
their Credir is ſuch, thatthe Italians,French, 
Germans, and Engliſh have great Sums in 
the ſame; neither was ever any Man refuſed 
his Money in the worlt of times. * 

A ſecond Tax is what arifeth from the juſt 
and laudable Eſtabliſhment of a Regilter, a 
Tax which I think moſt Men will be willing 
to fubmic ro, except ſuch as deſign to cheat 
and defraud their Neighbours , and live by 
ti:ch like Sins and Contulion;, and for the 
moſt part die with the Curſe of the People: 
This Regiſter in H-lland begets fuch aſl 
rance and lafery in Dealing, that in purcha- 
ſing of Houſes or Land, a Child, though 
over-reached in the Valus, yet cannot be 
chearcd as to: the Title: 
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The Third and laſt Tax is that of Sealed 
Paper, as it is practiſed in Holland, There 
are many other things might be ſpoken, as 
to the Gove! nmenr of Amſterdam, but I muſt 


not tire your nyatience. However, one con- 
ſiderable thing | would not pals by, touching 
the Militia: There are in Amſterdam Sixty 


Companies of Foot, the leaſtof them having 
200 Men, ſome 300, which in a modeſt 
Account, amounts at leaft to 15000 Men, in 
which number nicicther Jews nor Anabapriſts 
who carry no Arms are reckoned, only they 
are obliged to contribute to the maintenance 
of the 1400, Soldiers, who are kept in con- 
ſtant pay, as a Guard for the City, and to- 
wards the: Night-Watch or Rattel-Watch, 
who walk the Streets the whole Night to 
keep good Orders, and tell us every halt 
hour what a Clock it is. There are alſoup- 
on every Church Tower, Trumpeters, who 
Sound every halt hour; and it any Fre 
breaks out in the City, they givea Signalon 
which ſide of the City the Fire is, and Ring 
the Fire-Bell ; and they have excellent ways 
on a ſudden i ſuch ſad Accidents to —_ 
Fire : But I may not inlarge any longer,but 
haſtenſout of Ho//and. Though before I leave ar 
it will not be amiſs if I give the Reacer a Lift 
of-the Paſlage-Boats, which for the conveni- 
ence of thoſe that Travel that way, I havehere 
Colleed,withthe times of their going off, 
which they, are punctual in obſerving.

Door for her Entrance or Admiflion. I - 
confeſs the Miniſters Preach and -exclaimn 
tom the Pulpit againſt this horrible Abuſe , 
bur who they be that protect them I knoiy 
not; yet, I have heard fome plead for the * 
Tolleration of theſe wicked Meetings, upon 
pretext, that when the Eaſt-India Fleets 
come home, the Seamen are fo mad tor

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Women , that if they had not ſuch Houſes 
to bait in, they would force the very Citi- 
zens Wives and Daughters ; but it 5 well 
known, that as Money does countenance, ſo 
Diſcipline might ſuppreſs that abule.

Carrots, Lettice, Sallat, and Red Herrings, 
and only ſmall Bear, without any Wine ; 
at this the Ladies ſtartled, and began to 
whiſper to their Husbands, that they expe- 
ed no ſuch Entertainment, but upon re- 
moving of the Diſhes and Plates, they found 
underneath Printed Verſes, importing, That 
after that manner of living they began to 
thrive, and had inlarged their City. 

The Second Courk conſiſted of Pocke de 
kooks, Quarters of Lamb, Roaſted Rabbies, 
and a fort of Pudding they call a Brether ;

Then 
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Then comes ir-the Third Courſe made 
up of all the Rarines of the Seaſon , as Par- 
tridges, Pheaſants, and all torts of Fowl, 
and Engliſh Paſties, with plenty of Rheniſh, 
and other forts of Wine, to moilten them ; 
this put the Ladics in a Frolick, and jo'ly 
Humour, but under their Plates was found 
the Uſe and Application in Verſes , telling 
them , Thar to feed after that manner was 
Voluptuous and Luxurious, and would unpai;

to Belteſhazz.ar upon the Wall, every one had 
a Printed Paper of Moralities put into thei 
Hand, ſhewing them the Cauſesof the Ruin 
of thz Roman Commonwealth , according

That now 
they are in a p: 'O{perous Condition, Rich, 
and at Eafe,t! ey would look back and remem- 
ber what God in kis infinite Goodneſs and 
Mercy did for them in the days of their 
greateſt Calamitics: For my own part I can- 
not but admire the great Providence of God 
in pref: Irving them t from being devoured by 
their man\ Lnemicsthey had in the laſt War, 
belides their Enemies athome, ſome of which 
particulars as they then happened give me 
earetorelatz. Attl;orime when the French 
came to Invade the Territories ot the States 
General, it then looked asit God had — 
our the way for the French to March, by 
ſending fach a wonderful dry Seaſon, that 
che Rivers cf the Rhine, Beta, Wall, and 
other Rivers were Tordable, ÞD that the 
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French only waded throw, and became fo 
Victorious, that in a little ſpace of time 
(what by the Treafons of fome , and the 
lenorance and Cowardiſe of others intruſted 
with the Militia and Garifons) the French 
became Maſters of above Forty Cities and 
Gariſons, at which time there was nothing 
to be heard of in the States Domimions - but 
Confuſion and Miſery, even in the ſtrong 
and rich Ciry of Amſterdam it felt, who at 
thistime beheld theFrenchArmy like amighty 
Torrent coming within ſight of the City, 
and at the ſame time wanting Water intheir 
Canals, and Burghwalls to ply ther Sluces, 
and ſuch was the ſcarcity of Rain, that a 
Pail of freſh Water was worth Six Pence : 
Thus Heaven ſeemed to frown on them, as 
well as the French Army , by the ſhuttinz 
up a5 it were the Conduits of Heaven, and 
yet a worfe thing had like to have fallen 
out , for at the fame time the Diviſions 
2rew ſo high amongſt the Magjltrates 
in the Stadthouſe, that it was putting to 
the Queſtion, Whether or no tiey ſhould 
not go and meet the French King with 
the Keys of their City, to fave it from Fire 
and Plunder ; now nothing, mn all probabi- 
licy, could fave this rich City from talling 
into the hands oi the French, but an imme- 
diate hand from Heaven, 'and it had un- 
doubtedly come to paſs, had not Providence 
cauſed the French to make a itand at Advy- 


den, 
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den, ewo hours from Amſterdam, at what 
time the valiant Roman of Amſterdam , 
Scout Haſſe/zer, like a true Father of his Coun- 
try, oppoſed the French Party in the Coun- 
fel, calling out to the Burghers from the 
Stadthoufe, to take Courage, and rather 
chuſe to dic, like old Battavians, with their 
Swords in their hands, than tamely and 
treacherouſly to yield up their City to the 
Mercy of the French, as ſome of the Ma- 
giltrates were about to do ; this fo incoura- 
ged the Purgheis, that with great Courage 
they mann'd the Walls, and Heaven then 
affilting them with a ſudden and plentiful 
Rain , that they plyd their Sluces, and 
dround the Lands round-the City three or 
tour Foot high, in ſomeplaces, which caus'd 
the victorious French Army to make a quick 
retreat, as far as Uzrechr, elſe they had paid 
dear for ſeeing of Amſterdam ; thus was 
Amſterdam delivered by the hand of 
Heaven. 

A Second was, when that bloody Duke 
of Luxemburg , who gloried and thanked 
GOD that he was born without pity or re- 
morſe of Conſcience, took the opporzunity 
of an exceeding hard Froſt, to march lus 
Army overthe Ice as it had been dry ground, 
burning in his way the three fair Villages of 
Bodygrave, Swammerdam , and Goudſe-ſluys ; 
acting there a more cruel "Tragedy, and 
worle, than ever did Turk, for they _ 
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tally fave che Country People for Ranſom, 
bur this cruel Prince cauſed ftrong Guards 
to ſurround the Villages, and burne Men, 
Women, and Children together: Thus he 
began his march, with a delign to burn Ley- 
den, Hague, Rotterdam, Delft, and all the rich 
Country of Rhine/and : And this he might 
have done in all probability, for, firſt, the 
Governor of New-ſluce, who commanded 
the Poſt that ſhould have ſtopt the French, 
treacherouſly delivered up the Fort without 
firing a Gun z and the handful of Troops 
then under General Koni»gſmark were fo in- 
conſiderable, that they, joyned to the Sol. 
diers under Pam and Vin, the Governor of 
New-ſluce, were not able to make head as 
could oppoſe Laxemiurg's Army ; and at the 
ſame time the Prince of Orange was with 
the States Army at Charleroy : Now was L:y- 
den ready to meet the French with the Keys 
of their City, and other Cities too, for they 
had neither Fortntications nor Soldiers to 
man their Walls : Thus the whole Country 
and Cities of Rhinel.nd were like to fall un- 
der the Cruelties and I yrany of the French, 
but GOD a ſecond time = theſe People 
Relief from Heaven, firſt by giving fauch un- 
daunted Courage to that Great States-man 
Pentionary Fagel, that he forced Coning ſrmrk 
to rally lus Troops rogerher, and to make 
a ſtand near Leyden, olbcing himſelf to die 
at the head of them it there were occaſion, 
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but GOD reſerved him for a further Good 
to the Commonwealth, by ſending ſuch a 
ſudden Thaw'as was never ſeen before, for 
in leſs than ten hours, the Ice fo furik, and 
fuch Floods of Snow came down from the 
Highlands, _ = French were fain to 

make & very diſorderly retreat, marching u 
to the middle for haſte, becauſe on Te Beue 
there could not march above four Men 
a-breaſt, ſo they were conſtrained to leave 
behind them the _ part of the Plun- 
der they had robb'd fromthe Innocent Coun- 
try People, and the nimble Dutch-men, on 
their Scates, ſo long as the Ice would bear 
them, did ſhoot down the French like Ducks 
diving under Water, fo that it colt Luxem- 
burg*s Army dear, though they had the 
pleaſure to burn the poor People, of which 
= French afterward wickedly made their 
The third was as wonderful as the two 
others ; and although I do not believe Mira- 
cles, as do the Papiſts, yet I fay nothing I] 
ever obſerved looked more like a Miracle 
than this; to wit, when the Engliſh and 
French Fleet lay before Scheveling with a de- 
ſign to land, and the French ready on their 
h to joyn with the Englilh and other 
French as ſoon as they ſhould land, at the 
ſame time the Biſhop of Munfter lying before 
Groeningen,and the French before Gorcem, {& 
that now all things looked with a —_ 
ace 


| 
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face for the States, yet at this very time God 
ſent a third relief, by ſending fuch Miſts, 
and wonderful forts ot Tydes, as ſo ſepara- 
red the two Fleets, that the Engliſh were 
forced to quit Scheveling Shore, and were 
driven on the ſide of the Texe! Road ; from 
whence they were conſtrained by the feaſon 
of the Year to retire home : And ſuch were 
the ſudden and great Showers of Rain, that 
the Biſhop of Manſter was forced in diforder 
to raiſe his Siege at Groeningen,and theFrench 
to quit Gorcom, I could add many more Ob. 
fervations of the Providences of God totheſe 
People, as-the preſerving the Prince of 0- 
range, His preſent Majelty of Great Britain, 
from the many treacherous Deſigns contri- 
ved againſt him from his Cradle; but Moſes 
muſt be preſerved, to go ih and out before 
his People. Certainly never young Prince 
endured ſo many Fatigues as did his High- 
nef in his tender Years, of which 1 was an 
Eye-witnefs; and had his Highnefs had the 
Years and Experience, and ſuch a good Dif 
ciplined Army (as now he hath) in. the Year 
1671, when the French entred the Coun- 
ery, his Highnels had given them as good a 
Welcom as he did at Bergen. I will lay no 
more of this Subjet, only this, Thar the 
Peace at Nimeguen Was allo a Very Won- 
derful thing , for that not above eight Days 
before the Peace was ſigned, molt of the 
Plenipotgntiarigs did belizve the War would 

have 
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have continued another Year ; firſt, hecaufe 
the King of Deamark and Duke of Branden- 
burg proſpered exceedingly againſt Smeed- 
{znd, and totally refuſed the Propoſitions of 
France ; and ſecondly, becauſe the French 
King writ ſuch bitter Letters againſt the 
States-General : Yet eight Days after dreſt a 
Letter unto the States, in which Ke Calls 
them his Good Friends, and Old Alleys, offer. 
ing them not only Maeſtricht, but every Foot 
of Ground they could lay claim to in the 
World ; alſo giving them new Terms and 
Conditions as to-their Privileges in France, 
by wa =y __ ay ny forget how 
as e r 

id vie his Cond | nk after the VS 
ffant Prince of Orange took Naerden, which 
was the firſt ſtep to the French's Ruine in 
the States Dominions. I come now, accor- 
ding topromiſein the beginning of this Book, 
-2 give the Reader ſome Remarks I made 
in other Countries where I have been, du- 
ring my Sixteen Years Travels. To give 
a full account of all that might be obſerved 
in ſo many Countries, is not a Task for ons 
Man, nor a Subject tor ſo ſmall a Book ; I 
ſhall only therefore briefly take notice of 
fome remarkable Matters which may in ſome 
meaſure fatishe the Curioſity of my Country- 
inzn, who have not been in the fri places, 
and convince, it poſlible, all of them, thac 
no Country that ever I was in, affords 6 
great 
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reat Conveniencies for the ality of * 
leo live in, a5 the Kingdom of Zog- 

doch. Though I have twice made 

grand tour Ot Germany, Hungary, Italy and 
France, and alter my return back to England, 
travelling a third time through Holland as far 
as Strasbourg, and fo back y Francfort to 
Denmark and Sueden ; yet the Reader 15 not 
ro expect I ſhould tollow a Geo 4 
Method and Order in ſpeaking of laces 
I have becn in ; that is to be lookt for in the 
Map, and not in Travels; but only that ] 
mention Places as I found them on myRoad, 
according as Bulinefs or Curioſity led me to 
Travel. 


HE firſt conſiderable Place I then met 
with, after I was outot the Dominions 

of the States-General, was Clzave, the Capi- 
tal City of the Province to called ; a fair and 
lovely City ſtanding upon the Rhine, and 
the Rivers Hall and Leck. This Proyince 
much reſembles Eng/and in rich Soil, and 
pleaſantneſs of its Kivers. The Inhabitancs 
of the Country would have me believe that 
they were Originally deſcended of thoſe Sax- 
ens who made a dxlcent into England, and 
conquered it ; and | to convince the truth of 
this, they ſhew'd me a Cloylter ſtanding on 
a Hill,” called Eh», from which they fay 
our Eltham in Ker: had its Name. I was 
made to obſerve alſo an places ſtanding 
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upon the Rhine near Emmerick, called Doad. 
ford, and Gronewich, which according to 
them, gave the Names to Dedford and Green. 
wich in England : But many 1uch Analogies 
and Simihrudes of Names are to be found in 
other places of Germany, but eſpecially in up- 
per Saxony and Denmark, The greateſt part 
of this Province of Cleave, and part of the 
Dutchies of Fuliers and Berg,and of the Pro- 
vinces of Marke and Ravensbourg, belongs to 
the Eletor of Brandenbourg, the reſt belong- 
ing to the Duke of Newvovrg now Eleftor 
Palatine, and the Ele&or of Cologne. The 
Inhabitants are partly Roman Catholicks, 
partly Lutherans, and partly Calviniits, who 
all live promiſcuouſly and peaceably toge- 
ther both in Ciry and Country. "The City 
of Cleave is the utmoit Limit of the Territo- 
ries of the Ele&tor of Brandenbourg on this 
ſide of Germany ; trom whence his Ele&oral 
Highneſs can Travel Two Hundred Dutch 
Miles out-right in his own Dominions, and 
never ſleep out of his own Country but one 
Night in the Territories of the Biſhop of 
Oſnabrug. 


Rom Cleave T went to a ſmall Town 
called Rhinherg, but a very ſtrong For- 
tification belongings to the Ele&tor of Ce. 
bogne ; which lizs at two Niles diſtance from 
the City of #/c/, that belongs to the Elector 
. of Brand:nborrg. Þ hrough D«ſſeldorpe, ſituated 
: on 
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on the Rhine, and the Reſidence of the Duke 
of Newbourg, I went next to Cologne, a very 
large City, called by the Romans Colonia A4- 
grippina, and the French Roine 4 Allemagne; 


Cologne is an Imperial City, and a Repub- 
lick, though for ſome things it does Homage 
to the Eleftor of that Name, and receives 
an Oath from him. It is much decayed with- 
in theſe Hundred Years, having been much 
Prieſt-ridden ; a Misfortune that hath un- 
done many other great Cities. The Jeſuits 
have had fo great Influence upon the Magi- 
ſtrates, that they prevailed with them to ba- 
niſh all Proteſtants, who removed to Ham- 
bourg and Amſterdam ; 1o that Cologne is be- 
come ſo diſpeopled, that the Houſes daily 
fall to ruine — of Inhabitants, and a 
great deal of Corn and Wine now grows 
within the Walls, upon Ground where Hou- 
ſes formerly ſtood. I dare be bold to affirm, 
that there is twice the Number of Inhabj- 
tants in the Pariſh of St. Martins in the Fields, 
as there is in Cologne ; and yet it contains 
as many Partth-Churches, Monaſteries and 
Chappels, as there are days in the Year. The 
Streets are very large ,-and fo are the How 
{:s alſo, in many of which one may drive a 
Coach or Wagon into the firſt Room from 
the Streets : - But the Streets are ſo thin of 
People, that one may paſs foe of them and 
not megt Ten Men or Women, unlefs it be

moſt conſiderable Inhabitants of the City are 
Proteſtart Merchants , though but few in 
Number, and y not allowed a Church

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I know it to be mentioned in Hiſtory: 
There was a certain cruel and inhuman Bi- 
ſhop of Mayence, who, in 4 year of great 
ſcarcity and Famine, when a great number 
of poor People came to his Gates begging 
for Bread, cauſed the poor Wretches, Men, 
Women, and Children, to be put into a 
Barn, under pretext of relieving their Ne. 
ceſlicies,but fo toon as they were got in.cauſed 
the Barn Doors to be ſhut, Fire fet to it, 
and fo burnt them all alive : And whilſt the 
poor Wretches cried and fhricked our for 
Horror and Pain, the barbarous Miſcreantr 
{aid to thoſe that were about him, Hark; 
how the Rats and Mice do cry.' -Bur the juſt 
Judgment of GOD fuffered not the Fatto 
paſs unpuniſhed ; for not long after the cruel 
Biſhop was ſo haunted with Rats and Mice, 
that all the Guards he kept about him could 
not ſecure him from them, neither at Table 
nor in Bed; at length he reſolved to flee for 
Safety into a Tower thatſtood in the middle 
of the Rhine ; but the Rats purſued him , 
got into his Chamber, and devoured hinr 
alive ; fo rhat the Juſtice of the Almighty 
made him 'a Prey to Vermin, who had un! 
human!'y reckoned his Fellow-Chriſtians to 
be ſuch. The Tower, which I ſaw, to this 
day is call'd the Rars-Tower, and the Story 

is upon Record in the City of Mayence. 
On my Journey trom thence I came to 
the line Village of Hockow, not far diſtant;

It was in ancient times'much en- 
rich'd by Chbarlemain, and hath been ſince 
by the Conltitution of the Golden-Bull : A- 
monglit other Honours and Privileges, it's 
appointed to be the place 'of the Emperor's 
Election, where many of the Ornaments, be- 
longing to that Augult Ceremony, are to 
be ſeen. It is ſtrongly fortihed, having a 
ſtarely Stone-bridge over the Mayne, that 
joyns it to Saxe-bouſen, the Quarter of the 
Great Malter of the Teutonick-Order. The 
Government s eaſe to the People, they not 
being taxed as other Caries are ; and had ir 
not been tor the Alarms the French gave 
thenr, durmg the laſt War, they had not 
been mach troubled, bur being forced to 
keep 3 or 4200 Men in conſtant Pay co dz- 
tend their Fortifications , the Magiltratss” 
were conſtrained to raiſe Money by a Tax. 
Beſides that of the Emperor, they are under 
the Prote&tion of ſome Neighbouring Prin- 
ces, as of the Landrgrave of Heſſe-Caſet, 
Landegrave of Armſtadr, the Count of Solmes, 
and the Count of Hanaz, who are cither 
Lutherans or Calviniſts, amongſt whom the 
late Eleor Palatine was alſo one; but whe- 
ther the preſent, who is a Roman Catho- 
lick, be fo or not, I cannot tell This 
City takes great care of their Poor, andan 
their Charity to poor Travellers exceed Ho!/. 
jand : I have ſeen a Liſt of Seven wy 
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whom they relieved in one year. Their 
great Hoſpital is a large Court orPalace,where 


the = Merchants formerly lived, in the 
time of Queen Aarys Perſecution of ' the 


. Proteſtants, who, whenthey wererecalled by 
|. _ Queen Elizabeth, were fo generous as togive

3 my fortune to be there in that cold Winter 
Þ+4 in the year 1683, and ſaw a Ceremony 
'Þ performed by the Wine-Coopers of the City, 
p who are obliged by Law , that when ever 

$ the Maine lies taſt frozen over for8 days toge- 


ther, tomake a great Fouder Fat, Hoops and 
Staves , and ſet it up compleat upon the Ice. 
It was very good diverſion to ſee ſo many 
' Hands at Work, and to obſerve the jollity 
and mirth of the many Thoufands of Spe- 
 Etators, who wanted not. plenty ot Rheniſh 
Wine to Carouſe in. 
I had the curioſity afterward to go to the 
Court of the Landrgrave of Armeſtadr, a 
Lutheran Prince, who lives in part of the 
richelt Soil in Germany. His Highneſs is a 
very courteous and obliging Prince to Stran- 
gers, and his Subjects are in a pretry good 
Condition — they have been great 
Sufferers by the laſt War berween the Lande. 
grave of Heſſe and this Family.

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Rom thencz I went to Heidizverg, a City 

I had been formerly in, in the Litetime 

of that Wiſe, though unfortunate Prince 
Ele&tor, Elder Brother to Prince Rupert, 
Here I had the Honour to pay my Duriful 
Reſpedts to the Elector,the Son of thatgreat 
Prince, whoſe Commiſſary I had the Ho. 
nour to be for two years together in Amſter. 
dam. This Prince, ſince my being there, is 
Dead , and left behind him the Reputation 
of having been a zealous thorough paced 
Calviniſt, and ſo conſtant a frequenter of the 
Church, that ſome Sundays he went thrice 
a day to Sermon ; but never failed, it in 
Health, to be once a day at leaſt at the Ga- 
riſon Church , where he cook particular no- 
tice of ſuch Officers as were abſent. He was 
Married to a moſt Virtuous Lady, the Royal 
Siſter of the King of Denmark, and his Bro. 
=_ Prince George. During his Lifetimethe 

+ Univerſity of Heidleberg flouriſhed exceed. 
ingly, ſo that the number of Students was 
ſo great, that Chambers 2nd Lodgingsinthe 
City were ſcarce, and Spanbemins was about 
quitting Leyden to return to his Profeſſors 
place in Heidleberg ; but how matters ſtand 
lince his Death, I am as yet ignorant. This 
Country is called, the Paradiſe of Germany, 
for its fruicſfulneG6 in Wine, Corn, and all 
forts of Fruit. Lmy ſelf have ſeen growing 
in one Plain, at the ſame time, Vines, Corn, 
Cheltnucs, 
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Cheſtnuts, Almonds, Dates, Figs, Chernes, 
beſides ſeveral other forts of Fruit. Andas 
the Country is fertile in yielding the Fruits 
of the Earth, fo the People are careful in 
providing Store Room tor them. This I 
take notice of, becauſe of the prodigi 
Rheniſh Wine Fats whichare to beſeen there, 
t which chere are Seven, the leaſt 
whereof holds the quantity of 250 Barils of 
Beer,as I calculated ; but the large and moſt 
celebrated Fat is that which goes by the name 
of the great Tun of H:id!+berg, and holds 204 
*Foudersof Winz, and coſt 705 /. 


Ne etongn Sterling in Puilding, for which 
Hez ſheads one may hav2a very good Houſe _ 


bui't. 11his Fat have ken ewice, 
and the firft time was, when the EleQor 
Treated the French Ambaſſadors that came 
to conclude the March herwixt his Daugh- 
ter, and Monſizur th2 French Kings Pro. 
ther, who Marri:d hier after the Dcat!i of 
Henrietta his fiirtt Wile; at which Treat there 
happened an adventure, that I ſhall here 

eaſe the Reader with, In a Gallery rhar 
15 over this Fat, the EleRor cauſed a Table 
to be placed in the middle, exattiy above the 
Bunghole of this Monſtrous Vetlel, and tobe 
covered with a coltly Banquet of all forrs of 
Swear-Meats : The day betore, all che Wine 
being emptied out of this Tun into other 
Fats, a hetle before the Ambailadors, with 
other Foreign Miniſters and Perſons of Qua- 
lity mounted the A 
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of Entertainment, the EleRor cauſed welve 
Drummers, with as many Trumperters,fome 
Kgrtle-Drums and other Mutick,to be lodged 
in the Belly of the Tun, with ordersto {trike 
up, upon a ſignal given, when the Eletor 
drank the French Kings Health. Aft being 
ſar down at Table, and merrily Feeding, 
the Elector drank the Healch, and the Signal! 
was given ; whereupon the Mulick began 
to play its part, with fuch a roaring and un- 
couth Noiſe out of that vaſt Cavity below, 
that the French and other Perſons of Qua- 
lity who were unacquainted with the delign, 
looking upon it to be an internal and omi- 
nous Sound, in great aſtoniſhment began ro 
, cry our, Feſu Maris 5 The IWorlds ar an md, 
and to ſhift every one for himſelf in fo grear 
Diſorder and Confuſion, that for haſte robs 
gone they tumbled down Stairs one over 
another. All that the EleRor could fay to 
compoſe them, was either not heard,or not 
valued, nor could any thing fatisfie and re- 
aſſure them, till they ſaw the ARors come 
marching out of their Den. Had nor many 
Perſons of Quality and Travellers ſeen this 
Fat as well as my ſelf, who know that what 
I ay of its incredible bignes to be true, I 
ſhould be afraid the Reader might think } 
impoſed upon his Credulity. 

From: Heidleberg I went to fee that im 
pregnable Fort or Cittadel of Aſanteim all:; 
Fred:ricksberg, built by the Hletor Frederick, 

Brother 
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Brother to Prince Rupert, a Prince of as 
ood a Head asany Germany afforded; who 
h ſome have too partially judged of 
him by his Misfortunes, yet by the wiſeſt of 
the Age wag accounted the Cato of Germany. 
The Wiſeſt and beſt Men of the World have 
been unfortunate, which makes ſome to be 
of the Opinion, That God in his Wiſdom 
thinks fit 1t ſhould be fo, leſt otherwiſe they 
might attribute their Proſperity -rather to the 
iſe dire&tion of their own Condut , than 
his All-ſeeing Providence: And indeed,daily 
Experience ſeems toevince the Truthof this, 
ſince we ſee Knaves and Fools advanced to 
Preferment and Riches,when Men of Virtue 
and Parts die negle&ted, . and . poor in the 
Eyes of the World, though rich in the en- 
joyment of a contented Mind. But this is a 
digreflion which the Honour I have for the 
memory of that great Man hath led meinto, 
and therefore 4 hope will be pardoned by 
the Reader. In the Cittadel of Manheim I 
ſaw ſome of the Records of that Illuſtrious 
Family, which without diſpute is the moſt 
ancient of all the Secular Electors, being EL. 
der to that of Bavaria, which ſprung trom 
one and the ſame Stock ; to wit, two Em. 
perors of Germany, Many Writers derive 
them originally from Charlemgin , by the 
Line of Pepin King of France, There hava 
been ſeveral Emperors of that Race, one 
King of Denmark, and four Kings of Sweden, 
one 
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one of which was King of Norway alſo, be- 
ſides many great Generals of Armies in Ger. * 
many, Hungary, France, and other Countrys. 
Since I can remember there were hve Pro. 
reſtant PAs Heirs to that Electoral Dig.- 
nity alive ; which now by their Death 1s 
$ fallen to the Duke of Newborrg, the preſent 
i Prince Elecor Palatine, a Roman Catholick, 
whoſe Daughter is Empreſs of Germany, and 
another of his Daughters Married to the 
King of Portugal, athird tothe King of $ pain, 
anda fourthto Prince Fames of Poland. 


| Eing ſo near Strasbourg, I had the curi- 
| olity to go ſee what fgurethar Famous 
City now made, ſince it had changed its 
Maſter ; for I had been thrice there before, 
By when it flouriſhed under the Emperors Pro. 
| retion, with the- liberty of a Hanſiatick 
S Town: And indeed, I found itfodisfigured, 
that had it not been for theſtarely Cathedral 
Church, and fair Streers, and Buildings, I 
could fcarcely have known ic. In the Streets 
and Exchange, which formerly werethrong- 
cd wicth{cber, rich, and peaceable Merchants, 
you mzet with none hardly now but Men 
in Buff-Coars and Scarffs, with rabbles of 
Soldiers their Arrendants. 'The Churches I 
confefsare gayer, bur notſo much frequented 
by the Inhabitants as heretofore, ſecing the 
Lutherans are thruſt into the meaneſt 
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Churches, and moſt of the chief Merchants, 
both Lutherans and Calviniſts, removed to 
Holland and H. . Within a few years, 
I beleive it will be juſt ſuch another City for 
Trade and Riches as Briſac is It was for- 
merly. a rich City,and well ſtocke with Mer- 
chants and wcalthy Inhabitants, who lived 
under a gentie and calie Government ; bur 
now the Magiltrates have little elſe ro do in 
the Government, but only to take their 
Ru'es and Mealures from a, Cittadel and 
great Guns, which are Edits that Merchants 
lzaſt underitand. I confels, Srrasbourg isthe 
leis to be pitried that it ſo tamely became a 
Slave, and pur on its Chains without any 
ſtrugling. Thoſe Magiſtrates who were In- 
{truments in it, arenow ſenſible of their own 
Folly, and bite their Nails tor Anger, tindin 
themſelves no better, but rather worſe hated 
than the other Magiltrates, who did what 
they could to hinder the Receprion of their 
new Malters the French. I quickly grew 
weary of being here, mezting with nothing 
but complaints of Poverty , and paying ex- 
orbitant Taxes.

"This Monaltery is very ob- 
liging to ali Strangers that 'Lrave} that way, 
as well as to their Own Countryangn, - and 15 
highly Tefpectcd by,gie Neighhauring Princes 
of all Pertwaſions,as the Princes ot che Houſe 
af Lunenburg, the Landegrave of " and

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Eleor of Cologne, who as Biſhop of Hil- 
derſheim is their Ordinary. The Town of 
Lambſpring is Lutheran , though under the 
Government of the Lord Abbor and his 
Chapter , who conſtantly chuſe Lutheran 
Magiſtrates and Officers tor the Civil Ad- 
mimiſtration, and live together m that Love 
and Unity, that as yet there hath never the 
leaſt debate happened amongſt them ; and 
indeed, this Harmony is now to bg obſerved 
in moſt parts of Germany , wher@ differenc 
Religions are profeſſed. When Iconſidered 
fo many goodly Faces, both of Monks and 
Students 1n that Abbey, I could not forbear 
to make a ſ:rious Reflection on the number 
of the Engliſh whom I had ſen in the Col- 
teges and Cloiſters abroad, as at Rome, Ratt;/. 
bonne, Wirtz,ourg in Lorrain, at Liege, Lou- 
vain, Bruſſels, Dunkirk, Ghent, Paris, and 
other places, beſides the Nunneries ; and 
withall on the loſs that both King and King- 
dom ſuffered thereby, when fo many of our 
Natives, both Men and Women ſhould be 
conſtrained to ſpend their own Eſtates, and: 
the Benevolence of others in a ſtrange Land, 
which amounts to more Money than at firſt 
one may imagine; and this thought, I cont- 
tzis, made me wiſh it were otherwiſe. I 
would not have the Reader to miſtake me 
here, as it I Eſpouſed , or Pleaded for any 
particular Parry ; no, I plead only tor the 
dentiments of Humanity , without which 
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our Nature, degenerates into that of Brutes, 
and tor the love that every honeſt Man 
ought to have for his Country. I am as 
much'a Friend ro the Sparffſh Inquiſition, 
as to the perſecuting of tender Conſcien- 
ced Proteltants, provided there be no more 
but Conſcience in the Caſe: And I could 
heartily with that Papiſts and Proteſtants 
could live as lovingly together in England, 
as they do in Holland, Germany, and other 
Countrieh for give me leave to ſay it, I 
love not that Religion , which in ſtead of 
Exalting, deſtroys the Principles of Mora- 
lity and human Socicty. I have met with 
honeſt Men of all Pertwaſions , even Turks 
and Jews , who in their Lives and Manners 
have far exceeded many of our Enthuſia- 
ſtick Profeſlors at home ; and when ever 
this happened , I could nor torbear to love 
the Men without embracing their Religion, 
far which they themſeltes are to account to 
their great er and Judge.

Amoneſt his Othcers I found brave S:ce!- 
Himd Gordon , Coloncl of an excellent Re- 
gzument of Horſe Grimes, Hmitten, T, 
and others of our Kings Subjects. God hath 
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Daughter is Married to the Duke of 
Brandenburg. He is a gracious Prince to 
his People, and keeps a very ſplendid Court, 
having in his Stables for the uſe of himſelf 
and Children, no lefs than Fifty two ſets of 
Coach-Horſes: He himſclt is a Lutheran, 
but as his SubjeRts are Chriſtians of different 
Perſwaſions, and ſome of them Jews too, fo 
both in his Court and Army he entertains 
Gentlemen of. various Opinions and Coun- 
tries, as Italian Abbots, and Gentlemen that 
ſerve him, and many Calvinilt French 
Officers: Neither is he ſo Bigotted in his 
Religion , bur that he and his Children go 
many times to Church with the Princels, 
who is a Calvinift, and join with her in her 
Devotion. His Country is good, having 
Goid and Siiver Mines 12 it , and his Sub- 
jects live well under him; as do thoſe alſo 
of his Brother the Duke of Lunenburg, and 
their Cozen the Duke of Wolfemburrel, which 
are the three Princes of the Houſe of Lunex. 
» ur; of whom it may be ſaid, that they 
have always ſtuck honeſtly to the right ſide , 
2 befriended the Intereſts of the Empire ; 
:22t no by-Reſpect, neither Honour nor 
oft, could ever prevail with thera, as it 
-:< v,ich others, to make them abandon the 
1c} Concern 
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Rom this Princes Court I went to Zell,the 

Reſidence of the Duke the elder Brother 
of the Famity. This Prince is called the 
Mighty Nimrod, becaulc of the great delight 
he takes in Horſes, Dogs, and Hunting. He 
did me the honour to let me ſec his Stables, 
wherein he keeps 350 Horſes, moſt of them 
Engliſh, or of Engliſh Breed. His Dogs, 
whuch are alſo Engliſh, are fo many, thar 
with great care they are quartered in teveral 
Apartments according to their Kind and 
Qualiries, there beivg a large Oliice like a 
Brewhouſe employed tor boyling of Malr 
and Corn for them. Ir is this valiant Prince 
who took Trieves trom the French, and made 
the Mareſchal de Crequi Priſoner : He is ex- 
treamly obliging to Strangers, and hat ſcve- 
ral brave Scotiſh Ofhcers under his Pay, - as 
Major-General Erskin, Graham, Coleman, Ha. 
milton, Melvin, and others. His Lieutenant- 
General is one Ch:wr a Proteltant of Aiſa- 
tia, an excellent and experienced Comman- 
der. I ſhall add no more concerning this 
Prince, his Ofhcers, or Country ; but that 
he, with the other ewo Princes of the Houſe 
ot Lunenbeurg , tHaimoner . and WW:lfemputtel, 
can upon occalion bring into the Field 36000 
Soldiers, whom they keep in conttant Pay, 
=_ uct Nena as 1 never faw better in my 
ue. 
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Fter ſome ſtay at the Court of the Duke 

of Zell, I went to Hambourg, a famous 
Hanſiatick Town. Ir is a Republick,and Ciry 
of great Trade, occaſioned partly by the 
Engliſh Company of Aferchant Adventurers, 


but much more by the Dutch Proteſtants, 


who in the time of the Duke of Alba for. 
ſook the Low-Countries and ſertled here.and 
the Proteſtants alſo who were turned out of 
Cologne, and other Phces in Germany ; who 


nevertheles are not now allowed Publick 


Churches within the City, but at a place called 
Altena,a\(illage belonging tothe King of Den. 
mark,a quarter of an hours walk diſtant from 
Hambourg. This Commonwealth is Luthe. 
ran, and governed by 4 Burghermaſters, 24 
Radrs-heers, and a Common-Council of all 
the Burghers who have above 4 Shillings 
per Annum Frechold. The >ymbol or Motto 
under their Arms, is, Da Pacem Domine in 
Diebus neſtris; and in their Standards are 
theſe Letters S. P. @. H. The People here 
groan under heavy Taxes and Impolitions; 
The State, becauſe ot continual Alarms they 
have from the King of Dexmark, or other 
Neighbours ; and the Inteltine Broils that 
trequently happen here, as well as at Cc/ogne, 
where the Burghermaſters are often in dan- 
ger of their Lives from the mutinous Mor 
bile; being forced to maintain 6 or 7099 
Men in Pay, beſides 2 or 3 Men of War to 
guard 
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evard their Havens from Pirats. T ſhall nor 
name all the ways of impoſing Taxes which 
this Commonwealth uſes, becauſe in moſt 
they imitate the Methods of the States-Ge- 
neral as to that, which have been mentioned 
before: I ſhall only take notice of fome pe- 
culiar Cuſtoms they have, wherein they 
differ from Holland, When a Barber, Shoe- 
makey, or any other Artizan dies, leaving 
a Widow and Children , another of the 
ſame Trade is not admitted to ſet up for 
himſelf as a Maſter, unleſs he compound 
with the Widow for a piece of Money, or 
elſe marry her, or a Daughter of hers with 
her conſent. 

If any Man cauſe another to be Arreſted 
for Debt, or upon any other Suit, the 
Plaintiff muſt go along with the Officer who 
Arreſts the Party, and ſtay by him until 
the Priſoner be examined by the Sheriff; 
ſo thar if the Sheriff be not t6 be ſpoken 
with that night, the Plaintiff muſt tarry 
with the Priſoner all night, until the Sheriff 
examin the matter, and ſez cauſe of dil. 
charging or commurting the Party ; but 
this a Plaintitt may do by a Procuration 
Notarial. / 

If a Priſoner be committed for Deb, thz 
Plainaff muſt maintain him in Priſon ac- 
cording to his Quality; and it the Party 
lie in Priſon during the ſpace of 6 Years, at 
the expiration of that time the Priſoner is 

dit- 
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diſcharged; and if during the time of his 
Impriſonment the Plaintitf do not pun&tu- 
ally pay the Priſoner's Allowance at the 
As end, the Priſoner is ſet at liberty, 
and neverthelets the Plaintiff muſt pay the 
Gaoler the laſt Month's Allowance. 

This State is ſevere in the execution of 
Juſtice againit "Thieves, Murderers, and 
Cheats. There is no Pardon to be ex 
&ed for Murder, and a Burghermaſter him- 
ſelf, if Guilty, cannot eſcape. The Pu- 
niſhment for Murder is here as in Sweden, 
breaking Maletactors on the Wheel, pinching 
their Breaſts and Arms with hot Pincers, 
ſpitting them in at the Fundament, and out 
at the Shoulder: They have alſo cruel ways 
of Torturing to make Priſoners confeſs ; 
and are very caretul not to be cheated in 
their Publick Revenue, their Exciſe-men 
and-Collectors being Puniſhed as in Holand, 
They take a very good courſe not to be 


cheated in their Exciſe, for all the Mills of * 


the Country are in the hands of the State; 
ſo that no Baker nor Brewer can grind his 
own Corn, but muſt have ir ground at the 
Stares Miils, where they pay the Excile. 
There is a General Tax upon all Houſes, 
and thar i the Eighth Penny, which never- 
thelefs does not excale them trom Chimney- 
money. -The States here, as at Genoua 1n 
ſraly, are the Publick Vintners, of whom 
a!ll Pcople nwlt buy .thew Wine , which 

they 
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they buy from the Merchant, or otherwiſe 
import 1t in their own Ships. In their Ce- 
remonies of Burying and Chriſtening, they 
are ridiculouſly Prodigal; as for Inſtance: It 
one invite a Burghermaſter, he muſt give 
him a Ducat in Gold ; if a Radts-heer, that 
is, an Alderman, a Rixdollar;z to every 
Preacher, Doctor of Phyſick, Advecate or 
Secretary, half a Rixdollar ; and to every 
Schoolmaſter, the third part of a Rixdollar. 
The Women are the Inviters to Burials, 
Weddings, and Chriſtenings, who wear an 
Antick kind of a Drefs, having Mitred Caps 
as high again as the Mitre of a Biſhop. 
The Churches here are rich in Revenues 
and Ornaments, as Images and ſtately Or- 
gans, wherein they much delight. They 
are great Lovers of Muſick, infomuch that I 
have told 75 Maſters of ſeveral forts of Mu- 
ſick in one Church, beſides thoſe who were 
in the Organ-Gallery. Their Organs are 
extraordinary large : I meaſured = great 
Pipes in the Organs of St. Catherine's and 
St. Fey's Churches, and found them to be 
3 Foot and 3 quarters in circumference, and 
32 Foot long; in each of which Organs 
there are wo Pipes F Foot and 8 Inches 
round. "The Wealth and Trade of this 
City encreaſes- daily; they ſend one Year 
' with another 70 Ships to Greez/and, and 
have wonderfully Engrolled that Trade 
Lom Er2/and and Hiluni, and it's believed, 
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that ſmall and great there are belonging to 
'this Commonwealth five thouſand Sail of 
Slips. Aﬀer Amſterdam, Genoua and Venice, 
their Bank is reckoned the chief in Credit z 
but in Trade they are accounted the third in 
Eureye, and come next to London and Am- 
fterdam, Hamboitg is now become the Ma- 
_ of Germany, and of the Baltick and 
lorthern Seas. They give great Privileges 
to the Jews, and to all Strangers whatſoever, 
eſpecially the Engliſh Company of Merchant 
Adventurers, whom they allow a large Build. 
ing, where they have a Church, and where 
the Depury-Governour, Secretary, Miniſter, 
and the other Officers of the Company lire, 
to whom they yearly make Preſents of Wine, 
Bcer, Sheep, Salmond and Sturgcon in their 
ſeaſons. And fo much of Hambearg, 


Rom Hamb:urg I went to Luveck, which 

is alſo a Commonwealth and Imperial 
Town. Ir is a large weli-butit Ciry, con- 
taining ten Pariſh-Churches; the Cathedral 
dedicated to St. Peter being in length 529 
Foot, with ewo high Spires all covered with 
Trafs, as the reſt ot the Churches of that Ci- 
, ty are. In former times this' City was the 
place where the Deputizs ot all the Hanſia- 
tick Towns aftembled, and was once fo 
powerful as to make War againit Denmark 
and Sweden, and to conquer fereral places 
and Iflands belonging to thoſe rwo Crowns, 
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nay and to lend Ships to Eng/and and other . 
Potemaates, without any prejudice to their 
own Trade, wherein they vyed in all parts 
wich their Neighbours ; but it is now ex- 
ceedingly run into decay, not only in 'Ter- 
ritories, but m Wealch and Trade allo. And 
the reaſon of that was chiefly the Inconſide- 
rate Zeal of their Lutheran Miniſters, who 
perſwaded the Magiſtrates to baniſh all Ro. 
man Catholicks, Calviniſts, Jews, and all 
that diſſented' from them un, matter of Reli- 
gion, even the Engliſh Company too, who 
all went and ſerled in Hamhourg, to the great 
Advantage of chat City, and almoſt ruine of 
Lubeck, which hath not now above 200 Ships 
belonging to it, nor more Territories to the 
State than the City it ſelf, and a {mall part 
called Termond, about eight Miles diſtant trom 
it. The reſt of their Territories are now in 
the poſleflion of the Danes and Swedes, by 
whom the Burghers are fo continually alarr- 
ed, that they are quite cired out with keep- 
ing Guard, and paying of Taxes. The Ci- 
ty 15 indeed well fortified ; but the Govern- 
ment not being able to maintain above 150 
Soldiers in pay, 499 Burghers in two Com- 
panies are obliged to watch every Day. They 
have a large well-buile Stadchouſe, and an 
Exchange covered, on the top whereot the 
Globes of the World are painted. This Ex- 
change 15 about 5o Yards in the length, and 
but 15 in breadth; Over it there is a Room 
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where the Skins of five Lyons which the | 
Burghers killed at the City-Gates in the Year | 
1252. are kept ſtuft. e great Markert- 

place is very large, where a Monumental. *' 


Stone is to be ſeen, on which one of their 
Burghermaſters was beheaded for running 
away wichour fighting in a Sea-Engagement. 
The People here ſpend much time 1n their 
Churches at Devotion, which conliſts chiefly 
in Singing.

Had the Curioſity to go from Lubeck to 
ſee the Ancient Ciry of Magdeburg, but 
tound it fo ruined and decayed by the Swe- 
dith War, that I had no Encouragement to 
itay there. -I therefore haltened to Berlin, 
the chiet Reſidence of the Elector of Bran« 
denburg ; at whole Court I met with a very 
Ingenuous French Merchant, who told me, 
that he, and divers other Merchants, were 
deſigned to have lived in England, but were 
d:ſcouraged by a Letter ſent trom Londen, by 
4 
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a French-Man that was removing tromthence 
to Amſterdam, for theſe following Reaſons, 
which I Copied out of his Letter. 

Firſt, Becauſe the Reformed Religion is 

rſecuted in England as it is France ; the 
which I told him was a great Uncruth, for 
it is apparent that they have been all along 

acioully admitted, and received into his 
Majeſties Dominions, without interruption, 
and allowed the free Exerciſe of their own 
Form of Worſhip,according two the Doctrine 
and Diſcipline of the Churches of France. 
Nor can they who converſe with the French 
Miniſters either in France or Holland be igno- 
rant, that the chiefeſt part, if not all thoſe 
Miniſters, are willing to comply with the 
Church of England ; and it is evident that 
moſt of the Dutch and French Proteſtants 
(& called) in Holand niake ule of Organs in 
their Churches. '-: .-;, 

A ſecond thing. was, that both the Bank 
at London and the Bankers Goldſmiths were

fterdam, Hambwrgh, and other Cities, where 
there are Banks and Regiſters : This I fay is 
one cauſe, why there are now to be ſeen ar 
Amſterdam \uch vaſt numbers of French and 
| Germans, who have: much enric'”d that 
City, and raiſed the Rents of the Houſes 25

/ rich, keeping ſo many Alms-Children to 
do their Work, and having all their Labour 
without any Charge, -y for the teaching 
them their Trades ; which hath leflened the 
Revenues of the French Crown, and will,

Having made this Digrefhon, I return to 
Berlm; It is a City enlarged with fair Streets 
and Palaces : The Magiltrates of the place 
are Lutherans, which is the publick eſtabliſh- 
ed Religion in all the Electors Dominions ; 
though he himſelf and his Children be Cal- 
viniſts : He is look'd upon to be fo true ro 
that Perſuaſion, that he is reckoned the Pro- 
tector of the Calviniſts ; and indeed he fol- 
licited the Emperor very hard for a Tolera- 
tion of the Proteſtants in Hwmpgzry, His

He has a large and ſtarely Palace at Berl, 
and therein a copious Library, enriched with 
many Manuſcripts, Medals, and Rarities of 
Antiquity.

arr Officers who ride in his Guards of 
Jorſe. As he is known in the World to be 
a Valiant and Warlike Prince, fo he main- 
tains in Pay an Army of 36520 Men ; be. 
fides tive or ſix thouſand Horſemen, who in 
time of War are modelled into Troops ; 
vith which Body during the lats Var with 
Sweden, his Highnef:'s I ather in Pe: (11 bear 
the Swedes out of his Country. He t:ceps 
his Forces in ſtrit Diſcipline, obliging all 
the Officers, it Proteſtants, on Sunduys and 
Ho'v-days to march their ſeveral Companies 
in ordcr to Church ; but if a Superiour Ot. 
ficer be of a contrary Perſwaſion, then the 
next in Commitiion tupplics his place. This 
cuſtom is Religioully obſerved by all his Highs 
neſſes Garifons, whilſt ke kimlzif goes con- 
ſtantly to the Calvini!t Church adjoyning 
to the Court, with his Children, being five 
Sons, two Daughters, and two Daugiters- 
ul-Law. 

Amoneſt other As of Publick Piety and 
Charity, this Prince hath eſtabliſhed anden- 
dowed ſome Religrous Houſes or Nunneries 
tor Proteſtant young Ladics, where they 
may live virtuoully, and ſpend the time in 
Devotion as long as they pale, or othcr- 
wite Marry, if they think ht, but then they 
loſe the benefit of the Monaſtery.

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E that hath read in the Hiſtories of this 
laſt Age the great Exploits of Guſtavws 

Adolphus and his Swedes, perhaps may have 
a fancy that it muſt be an excellent Country 
which hath bred ſuch Warriors ; but if he 
approach it, he will ſoon find himſelf unde- 
ceived. Entering into Swedeland, at a place 
called Landſort, we fail 'd torward amongſt high 
Rocks, having no other proſpect from"Land 
but Mountains till we came to Dolers, which 
is about four Swediſh, that is, twenty four 
Engliſh Miles. from S::c4bs/m, the Capital 
City of the Kingdom. Upon my coming 
aſhore, I confefs I was a little furprized to 
ſee the Poverty of the People ; and the lirrle 
Wooden Houles they lived in , not unlike 
Soldiers Huts in a Leaguer ; but much more, 
when 1 diſcovered lictle elſe in the Country 
but Mountainous Rocks, and {tanding Lakes 
of Water. The Reader will excule me, I 
hope, it I remark not all that I may have 
taken notice of in this Country, ſeeing by 
what I have already written, he may per- 
ceive that my Deſign is rather to obſerve the 
Manner of the Inhabitants livinz, than to 
give a full Deſcription of- every thing that 
may be ſeen in the Country they live in.

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] began to think that the French Author 


wrote Truth, who in his Remarks upon 
. Swedeland ſays, That when Queen Chriſtma 
reſigned the Crown to Carolus Guſtavns, the 
Father of this preſent King, ſhe diſpoſed of 
the.beſt of the Furnirure of the Court, and 
gave away a large ſhare of the Crown-Lands 
to her Favorites ; in ſo much that'the King, 
conſidering the poor Condition ſhe had lett 
the Kingdom in, and ſeeing the Court f6 
meanly furniſhed, faid, That had he known 
before he accepred the Crown, what then 
he did, he would have taken other Mea. 
ſures. 

There are many other ſtately Palaces in 
Steckhe/m belonging to the Nobility 5 bur 
many of them for want of Repairs, and not 
being inhabited, run to ruine ; ſeveral of the 
Nobics who lived in them formerly, having 
loſt the Eſtates that maintained their ancient 
Splendor, as we ſhall ſee hereafter, being 
retired unto a Country Lite. There are al- 
ſo ſome other Magnificent Structures begun, 
but not tinithed, as that ſtately Building in- 
tended for a Parliament-Houſe for the No. 
bles, and two or three Churches : But what 
I moſt wonder at, is the V ault wherein the 
late King lies buried, is not as yet covered 
but with Boards, tor it is to be obſerved that 
the Kings of Sweden have no Tombs and Mo- 
numents as in Enz/and and other Countries; 
but are put into Copper Cofins, with In- 
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ſcriptions on them, and placed one by ano. 
ther in Vaults, adjoyning to the Gray-Friers 
3 Church. Theſe Vaults are about eight in 
$S Number, having Turrets over them, with 
Veins of Copper gilt, carved into the Cy. 
; phers of the ſeveral Kings who give them 
[ their Names by being the firſt that are inter. 
& red in them. The Vault of the late King is 
not yet finiſhed, no more than the Fabricks 
above-mentioned , which perhaps may be 
imputed to the late Troubles of Swedeland. 
The Number of the Inhabitants of Srockbolme 
are alſo much decreaſed within theſe few 
3 Years, partly by reaſon of the removal of 
$S the Courtof Admiralty and the Kings Shi 
' from that City to Charles-C rown, a new Ha 
ven lately made about 200 Engliſh Miles 
from thence, which hath drawn many Fa- 
: miles belonging to che Fleet and Admiralty 
* from Sreckbolm to live there: And partly, 
; becauſe many of the Nobility, Gentry, and 
thoſe that depended on them, are, as I ſaid 
before, withdrawn from Sreckb:lm to a re. 
tired Life in the Country. Nevertheleſs the 
ordinary fort of Burghers, who till remain, 
are extreamly poor; ſeeing the Women are 
fain to work like Horſes, drawing Carts, and 
as*Labourers in England, ſerving Maſons and 
Bricklayers with Stone, Bricks and Mortar, 
and unloading Veſlels that bring thoſe Mate- 
rials ; fome oft the poor Creatures in the 
Summer-tume toiling un their Smocks with- 
out 
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out either Shooes or Stockings. They per- 
form alſo the part of Watermen , and for a 
{mall matter will Row Paſſeng Jers 45 Miles 
or more it they pleafe. 

The Conrt here is verv thin and ſilent, 
the King living frugally, and ſeldom Dining 
in publick. He Eats commonly with the 
ewo Queens, his Mother and Conſort, w b= 

is a Virtuous Princets, Siſter to the Kin; 
Denmark, She is the Mother of five oh 
- dren, three Sons and two Daughters, with 
whom ſhe ſpends molt of her time in Re- 
eirement. The King + 2 goodly Pri: 1Ce, 
whom God hath Blefled and Endowed with 
Accompliſhments far beyond what might 
have been expected from his Education , 
wherein he was cextreamly abuſed, b: cing 
Tauzhr little more than his Mother To nous.

Mzn; and —_ Re! we conlider all the 
ciccumftances of his g6arlv Mutoreuncs, how 

he 
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he was ſlighted and negleRed by his Nobles, 
who would hardly vouchſate to pay him a 
viſit when he was among them in the Coun- 
try, or to do him Homage for the Lands 
they held of the Crown ; and how by the 
pernicious Counſels of the French, and the 
weakneſs or treachery of his Governors, he 
was miſled into a War that almoſt coſt him 
his Crown, having loſt the beſt of his Ter- 
ritories in Germany and Schonen, and moſt of 
his Forces both by Sea and Land: It, I fay, 
theſe things be conſidered, it will probably 
appear, that hardly any Prince betore him 
hath in a ſhorter time, or more tully ſetled 
the Authority and Prerogative of the Crown, 
than he hath done it-Sweden ; for which he 
ſtands no ways obliged to France, as he was 
for the Reſtauration of what he loſt during 
the War. ' Heisnow as ablolute asthe French 
King, and makes Edicts, which have the 
Force of Laws, without the concurrence oft 
the Eſtates of the Kingdom. He hath erefted 
ewo Judicatures, the one called the College 
of Reduction, and the other of Inſpections ; 
the firſt of which hath pur his Majeſty in 
Polleſſion again of all Lands alienated trom 
the Crown, and tae other called to account 
all Perlons, even the Heirs and Executorsat 
thole who had cheated the Crown, and 
made them retund what thev or their Pred>- 
cellors had appropriated to their own uſe of

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the publick Revenue. Theſe two neceſſary 

Conſtitutions, as they have reduced many 

oe Families to a pinch , who formerly 
ved ſplendidly upon the Crown Lands and 


Revenues, and obliged them to live athome | 


upon their ancient and private Patrimony in 
the Country , which is one great cauſe that 
the Court of Sweden is at preſent fo unfre- 
quented ; fo have they hed 1s his Majeſty, 
without burdeningof his Subjects, to ſupport 
the Charges of the Government, and to 
maintain 64000 Men in pay. The Truthis, 
his other Revenues are but ſmall, what a- 
riſes from the Copper and Iron Mines, one 
Silver Mine , the Pitch and Tar , the Cn- 
ſtoms and Exciſe amounts to no extraordi- 
nary Sum of Moneys, and the Land Tax in 
fo barren a Country ſcarcely deſerving to be 
named. The Cuſtomes and Exciſe , I con- 
t,are very high, and the rigorous manner 
of exacting them pernicious to Trade: As for 
inſtance ; If a Ship come to Srockbolme from 
London,with a hunderd ſeveral forts of Goods, 
and thoſe Goods affigned to fifty ſeveral 
Men more or leſs, if any of thoſe fifty do 
not pay the Cuſtom of what belongs ro him, 
though it be for a Barrel of Beer , the Ship 
ſhall not be unladen, nor no Man have his 
Goods out, though he hath fully pay'd the 
Cuſtoms for them, till this laſt Man hath 
pay*d his There are fſcreral other ſilly 

Cuſtoms 
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Cuſtoms in Swedeland that diſcourages Men 
from Trading there ; as if any Stranger Die 
there, a third of his Eſtate muſt go to the 
City or Town where he Traded. No Fo- 
reign Merchant in Srockbolme can Travel in- 
to any Country where there 15 a Fair with- 
out a Paſſport : And at preſent, ſeeing there 
is no Treaty of Trade berwixt England and 
Sweden, though the Engliſh bring as conſide- 
rable a Trade to that Kingdom as any other 
Country whatloever, yet they are very an- 
kindly uſed by the Officers of the Cultgtmn-. 
Houſe ; whereas the Dutch in Lubeck, and 
other Cities, have new and greater Privi- 
2ges allowed them. Nor would-I Counſel 
an Engliſh-man to go to Law with aSwedilh 
Burgher in Sweden , eſpecially if he be a 
Whiggiſh Scot , who hath got his Freedom 
in Srockholme, for thoſe are a kind of Scrapers, 
whom I have obſerved to bemore inveterate 
againſt the Engliſh than the Native Swedes. 
Of all the Swediſh Army of £4000 Men, 
the King keeps but 12 Compamies of 200 
Men a-peice , with ſome few Horſe Guards 
in Stockbolme , who are not upon Duty as 
Sentinels at the Court Gates, asatthsColrts 
ot other Princes. The reſt are diſperſed in- 
to Quarters and Garifons upon the Frontiers 
which are fo tar diſtant in that large compaks 
of Land which his Territories take up, that 
it would require a hard and tedious work to 
bring them together to a general Multer. 
hey 
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They are however kept under very ſtrict 
Diſcipline,. and thoſe that lie near, often 
viewed by the King. oy have odd forts 
of Puniſhments for the Soldiers and Officers 
of all Degrees : For Example, it a Serjeanc 
or Corporal be Drunk, or negligent on Du- 
ty, they are put into Armour,and with three 
Muskets tied under each Arm, made to walk 
ewo Hours before the Court of Guard; yet, 
tor all the ſeverity of Diſcipline uſed againſt 
the Soldiers, they commit many Abules in 
the Night time, Robbing, and ſometimes 
killing Men upon the Streets in Srtockbolme, 
where they have no Lights nor Guards as in 
Copenhagen, In former times there have 
been at ,one tim? 35 Colonels, beſides Ge- 
neral Officers in the Swediſh Army , all the 
SubjeRs ot the King of Great Bruain, but 
at preſent there are few or none, unleſs ir 
be the Sons of ſome >coriſh Officers De- 
ceaſed ; nor did I ever fee an Engliſh-Man 
in the Kings Guards, Horle or Foot , but 
one, and the Son of Sir Edward Id, who 
hath ſince quitted the Service. The King 
hath exceedingly won the Hearts of the 
common People, not only by exempting 
them from the Tyrannical Juriſdi&tion of the 
Nobility and Gentry, who formerly would 
by their own private Authority, puniſh and 
put to Death the Peaſants at their plcaſure, 
which makes the Countries =y willing to 
Quarter the Kings Soldiers, but by his exact- 
nels

niſts than the Proteſtants of Germany, There 
is no Toleration allowed here ro Calvinift 
Miniſters; and they take an cttectual courſe 
to keep the Country clear of Prieits and Je- 

ſuits, by Gnelding them , whether they be 
young or 0d. In Comment oration of the 
great Loſſes and Deſolation ſuſtained in the 

late War .the mn ſtrick keep tour | aſlting 
Day S 1N the Mo: 1 ot 4 tprie, 4a}. Tr: 
and Fuly; on which da ys 2 | Men are pro- 
hibited by Authoricy to kindle Fire in their 
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Houſes, or to Eat till after Evening Service 
is done, which in the Winter time could not 
be endured. They delight much in Singing 
in their Churches , which they conſtantly 
rform ewice every day, Morning and 
vening. In their Marryings, Chriſtenings, 
and A they are fo prodigally extrava- 
gant, that it all ha in year to 
a Man of a com nc Elie, iecnough 
to break him. The Clergy of Sweden are 
neither ſo Rich nor Learned as thoſe of 
Germany, wanting both the opportunities of 
Study, and of converſing with Learned Men, 
that thoſe of other Countrys enjoy , though 
there be ſome Learned Men amonegſt them. 
A Bilhoprick in Sweden is no great Benefice, 
if compared with ſome Parlonages in Eng- 
land; torthe Arch-biſhop, and Metropolican 
hath not above 400 U. per Annm, and fome 
of the reſt are not worth above 150 or 290 /. 
a year. . The inferiour Clergy are not fo 
in their Lives and Converſationinthe 
Countries diſtant from Srockbolme, as they are 
near the Court; and the Reaſon is, partly 
becauſe they entertain Travellers that paſs the 
Country, there being no Inns in moſt places 
for the Accommodation of Perſons ef any 
Quality, and fo are oblized to drink with 
their Gueſts : and partly, becauſe at Buryings 
and Chriſtenings, where there is commonly 
high Drinking, the Pape or Parſonis Maſter 
vf the Ceremonies: And here give me leave 
ro 
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totell a ſhort Story of one of them. A Pape 
coming to Chriſten a Child in a Church 5 
and finding a Scotch Man to be Godfather , 
Was ſo tranſported either with Zeal, or his 
Cups, that when he came to exorcife the 
Child, which is a Rite ufedin their Office of 
Adminiſtring this Sacrament ; he negle&ted 
the Form preſcribed by the Liturgy, and in 
an extempSrary Prayer begg'd.thatthe Devil 
might depart out of the Child , and enter 
into that Scottiſh Heretick, for fo they call 
the Presbyterians of that Nation. The Prayer 
of the Pape ſo-incenſed the Scor, that he 
vowed Revenge, and watched the Pape with 
a good Cudgel next day as he crotled the 
Church-yard, where he beat him, and lefr 
him all in Blood lying on the Ground , and 
crying out Murder. For this Fact the Scor 
was had before the Juſtice, who asking hinz. 
How hedurſt be ſo bold as to lay his profane 
Hands upon the Man of God ? He, who 
knew very well what uſe to make of the De- 
vil he had got, Foamirrz at the Mouth, anf{ 
cunmngly acting the Demoniack, made an- 
ſwer, That the Pape might thank himielf 
/Or what he had mgt with ; for ſince he had 
Conjured the Devil to him. he tpared no 
wh, L695: Wife nor Children, nor would 
2 Ipare the Juſtice himdelf, and with that 
Jell a mangling and tearing the Mg:ifrate,

going ainſt the Rubrick of the —_ 
The Famous Univerſity wheretheir Clergy 
are bred, is Upſal, 8 Swediſh Miles from 
Stockbolme. There are commonly 150, or 
200 Students there , but no Endowed Col- 

es, as in other Countries. The Libra 
15 10 mean and contemptible , that the Li- 
braries of many Grammar Schools , and of 
-_ Men in England or Holland are far 
er ſtored with Books than it is. Upon 
viewing of it, and that of the Kings Palace, 
I called to mind theſaying of a French Man, 
upon the like occalion 3; That Swedeland 
came behind F-:nce and England inthe know- 
l:zdge of Men and Things at leaſt 800 years; 
yet ſome Swedes have been ſo conceired of 
the Antiquity of their Country, as to brag , 
that Paradice was ſeated in Sweden ; thatthe 
Country was turned intoſuch heaps of Rocks 
for the Rehellion of our firſt Parents, and that 
Adam and Eve had Cain and Abel in a Coun- 
try three Swediſh Miles diſtant from Up/all. 
A French Man ſtanding by,and hearing this 
Romantick Story, as I was told, fict = 
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with the lik2, telling him, that when the 
World was made in fix days, at the end of 
the Creation all the Rubbiſh that remained 
was thrown together into a Corner , which 
made up Sweden and Norway, And indeed, 
the French ſeem to have no great liking to 
the Country , whatever kindack they may 
have for the People; for.a French - 
dor, as an Author of that Country relates, 
being by order of Queen Chrifina, Treated 
in a Country Houſe fonr Swediſh Miles from 
Stockholme, and upon the rode going and 
coming, with all the Varieties and Pleafures 
that the Country could afford, on purpoſe 
to make him have a good Opinion of the 
ſame ; made anſwer to the Queen, (who 
asked him upon his return, What he thoughe 
of Swedes) That were he Maſter of the 
whole Country”, he would preſently Sell it, 
and Buy a Farm in France or England; which, 
under Favour, I think was a httle Tart and 
Sawcy. 

Having ſtayed a conſiderable time in 
Swedelond, and moſt part at Stockbolme, I fer 
out from thence to go to E!/enhourg by Land, 
and went a little out of my way to fee a 
ſmall City called Ewbrone, Famous for a Coat 
of Arms which it got in this manner. A 
certain Maſculine Queen of Denmark , who 
had Conquered a great part of Sweden, com- 
ing to this City, asked the Magiſtrates, Whaz. 
was the Arms of their Cy Who having

her, that they: had none, ſhe plucked up her 
Coats, and 1quarting upon the Snow , bid 
them take the mark ſhe left there for their 
Arms ; its pity the did not give them a ſui- 
table Motto to it alſo: What chat Figure is 
called' in Blazonery I know not, but to this 
Day the City uſes it in their Arms, and for 
marking their Commodities. This Queen 
came purpoſely into. Sweden , to pay a vilit 
to a bravc Woman, that oppoſed a King of 
Swedeland, who in a time of Famine would 
have put to Death all the Men and Women 
in his Country above 60 years of Age. The 
Country all the way I travelled in Swedeland 
is much of the fame quality of the Land a- 
bout Sreckholme , until I came near the Pro- 
vince of Schbonen , which is called the Store- 
houſe, and Kitchin of Sweden, where the 
Country is far better. It was formerly very 
langerous to Travel in this Province of 
Schonen, becauſe of the Snaphances, who 
were a kind of Bloody Robbers, now utter. 
ly deſtroyed by the King; fo that its fafe 
enough Travelling there. Entering into 
$ I faw 29 of theſe Rogues upon 
Wheels, and ei{zwhere in the Country, ten 
and ewenty at feveral places. The King uſed 
great.feverity in deftroying of themz ſome 
he cauſed to be broken upon the Wheel, o- 
thers Spitted in at the Fundament , and out 
at the Shoulders,many had the Fleſh pinched 
off of their Breaſts , and {o were faſtened to 
y Stakes 
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Stakes till they Died; and others again had 
their Noſes and both Hands cor off, and be. 
ing ſeared with a hot Iron, were let go to 
acquaint their Comrades how they had beeh 
ſerved. The King is very ſevere againſt High. 
way-Men and Duellers. In above a 100 Miles 
Travellinz,we found not a Houſe wherethere 
wascitherFrenchWine orBrandy, which m4d- 
me tell a Swede of our Company, who was 
Travelling to Denmark, that I would under- 
take to ſhew any Man 505 Houſes, wherein 
a Traveller might have Wine,and other good 
Accommodation in the ſpace of an Hundred 
Miles upon any rode from London, There 
are ſeveral ſmall! Towns and fertile Land in 
this Country of Schomen, lying upon +7 
Smmd: ; at the narroweſt part whereof liz 
El/enb arg burnt down by the Danes un tt: 
laſt War : Here I croit over to E!/enore, the 
paſſage being but a League broad, 

The King of D:»mart has a Caſtle at F1- 
ſenore, which commands the narrow pallage 
of the Sownd!, where all Ships that enter 1n- 
to, or come out cf the Baitnck Sea mutt pay 
Toll. Having vilited this Caſt'e, and {taid 
about a Fortnighe with the Engliſh Coniul , 
and Sir Fobn Hart, late Reftidentatt''o Coue 
of Swed:land , I went to the Danih Court 
at Copenhagen.

land, Futlani, or Denmare, and place

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Flat, encompaſſed with a pleaſant and de- 
—_ Country , much reſembling England. 
Streets of the City are kept very neat and 
clean, with Lights in the Night time for the 
convenience and fafery of thoſe who are then 
abroad; a Cuſtom not as yet introduced 
into Srockbelme , where it is dangerous 
to be abroad whenit is dark. The Kings 
Men of War lie hear very conveniently, be- 
ing orderly ranged berwixt Booms, after the 
manner of Amſterdam, and near the Admi- 
ralry Houſe, which isa large pile of Building, 
well furniſhed with Stores and Magazins, ſe- 
cured by a Cittadel, that not only commands 
the Ciry, bur alſo the Haven, and entry in- 
co it, The Court of Denmark is ſplendid, 
and makes a far yu figure in the World 
than that of Sweden, though not many years 
ago, in the time of Care/us Guſtavus the Fa- 
ther of the preſent King of Swedeland, it was 
almoſt reduced to its latt, when the Walls of 
Copenhagen ſaved that Crown and Kingdom. 
That Siege was Famous, carried on with great 
vigour by the Swede, and as bravely main- 
tained by the Danes : The Monuments 
whereof are to be ſeen in the Cannon Bullets 
ilt that flill remain in the Walls of ſome 
nt mph” inthe Stceple of the great Church 
of the Town. The Royal Palace in Cepen. 
bagen is but fmall, and a very ancient Buid. 
ing ; but his Majeſties Houſe Iredenburg is a 
ſtatz!y Fabrick of Modern Arcl.itecture, and 
very 
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very richly Furniſhed. Denmark is at pre- 
ſent a flouriſhing Kingdom, and the King» 
who hath now made it Hereditary, ft es 
moſt of his Predeceffors in Power and 
Wealth: He hath much enlarged his Domi-. 
nions, as well as Authority ; and by his Per- 
ſonal and Royal Virtues, no lefs than the e- 
minent qualities of a great many able Mini- 
ſters of State, he hath gained the Univerſal 
Love of his Subjets, and the eſteem of all 
Foreign Princes and States. The Court 15 
much frequented every day , bur efpeciall 
on Sundays,where about Eleven of the Cloc 
in the Morning, the Nobility, Foreign Mi- 
nilters, and Officers of the Army atlemble, 
and make a glorious Appearance. There 
one may ſee many Knights of the Order of 
the Elephant of Malto ; but I never ſaw any 
yo of the like Nature as that of — 
that King rarely appearingin his George 
Garter ou 4 WS of rublick ni I 
have obſerved at onetime above x 50 Coaches 
atrending at the Court of Denmark , which 
are ten times more than ever I ſaw together 
at that of Sweden. The King is affable, and 
of eafie acceſs to Str __ often abroad 
by his Subjects in his Gardens and Stables , 
which are very large , and well furniſhed 
with all forts of Horſes. He is a great lover 
of Engliſh Horſes and Dogs, and delights 
much in{Hunting,as his Eldeſt Son the Prince, 
with tus rs > in Coct-1ghting ; info. 
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much , that the Engliſh Merchants cannat 
make a more acceptable preſent to thoſe 
Princes, than of Engliſh Game-Cocks. The 
ſtanding Forces of Denmark are well diſci- 
plined Men, and Commanded by good 
Officers, both Natives and Strangers, both 
French and Scots, as Major General Duncan, 
and Major General YVe/dun,both Scottiſh-Men, 
whom I faw at Copenhagen, The Soldiers as 
well as Courtiers are quartered upon the Cj- 
tizens, a Cuſtom which is likewiſe practiſed 
in Sweden, and tho” ſomewhat unealie , yer 
not repined at by the Peop!e , . who by the 
care 'and good Government of the King, 
find Trade much advanced. For his Ma- 
jeity by encouraging Strangers of all Rel; 
g10ns to live in his Dominions, andallowing 
the French and Dutch Calviniſts, to have 
publick Churches, hath brought many Tra- 
ding Families to Copenhagen, and by the 
meaſure he hath taken for ſerling Trade in 
prohibiting the Importation of Foreign Ma- 
aufactures, and Reforming and new Model- 
ling the Eaſt and Weſt 4:2 Companies,hath 
much encreaſed Commerce , and thereby 
the Wealth of his Subjes ; fo thar notwith. 
ſtanding the new Taxes impoſed upon all 
Coaches, Wagons, Ploughs, and all real and 
perſonal Eſtates, which amount to conſide- 
rable Sums of Money ; the People live very 
we!l and contented. - There are commonly 
about Soo Men inGarifon in Copeybagen, and 
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his Majeſties Regimene of Foot Guards, who 
are all Cloathed in Red, with Cloaks to kee 

them warm inthe Winter time,is a very hand. 
ſome Body of Men ; and with the Horke 
Guards, who are bravely mounted, and have 
their Granadeers and Hautboys, make a very 
fine ſhew. His Majeſty hath cauſed ſeveral 
new Fortifications to be built upon the Elp, 
and other Rivers , and hath now in his Pof- 
{>\flion, that ſtrong Caſtle called Hilgueland, 
atpreſent commanded by a Scottiſh-man. The 
Queen of Denmark is a moſt virtuous Prin- 
cets, Siſter to the preſent Landtgrave of Heſſe” 
Caſſel, and in Perſwaſion a Calviniſt, ha- 
ving a Chapel allowed her within the Court, 
though the publick Religion of the King and 
Kingdom be Lutheran. The Clergy hereare 
Learned, many of them having ſtudied at 
Oxford and Cambridge, wherethey learnt the 
Engliſh Language; and amongſt the Biſhops 
there is one Doctor King the Son of a Scot- 
ciſh-man. Bur ſeeing it is my delign rather 
to obſerve the condition of the People, than 
tobe punctual in detcribing all the Rarities that 
are remarkable in the Countries I have been 
in, I ſhall conclude what I have to ſay of Den, 
markby acquainted the Reader,thar the Peo- 
ple of that Country live tar better than the 
Swedes,and as well as molt of their adjoyning 
Neighbours; and thatthereare ſeveral places, 
both there, and in Norway, which have the 
Names of Engliſh Towns, as Arundale, Tor. 
neſs, London, Kg. When

When I firſt began to write this Trea- 
eiſe, I had ſome thoughts of making Obſer. 
vations upon the ſeveral Governments of 
other States and Dominions, where I had 
travelled ſome years before I was in the 
Countries I have been ſpeaking of, as of the 
reft of Germany, Hungary, Switzerlaud, Italy, 
and Frence; but that was a Subjedt fo large, 
and the uſefulneſs of it to my- preſent De- 
ſign fo inconſiderable, that by doing fo, I 
found I could neither fatisfie the Curious, by 
adding any thing material to thoſe many 
who have already obliged the Publick by 
the Remarks of their Travels in thoſe Pla- 
ces ; or make my diſcontented Country- 
men more averſe than they are already from 
removing into thoſe Countries , where I 
think few of them will chuſe to tranſport 
themſelves for the fake of Liherty and Pro- 
though England were even worſe than 
they themſelves tancy it can be. All that 
remains to be done then, 1s to conclude this 
Treatiſe with an obvious and popular Re. 
mark, that thoſe Countries, where Cities 
are greateſt and moſt frequented by volun. 
tary Inhabitants, are always the belt to live 
in; and by comparing the City of Londen 
with all other Cities of Ewrope, and demon- 
ſtrating by the Surveys I have made, (which 
I think will hardly be contradicted or con- 
futed) that of all the Capical Cities of Ex. 
repe it is the biggeſt and molt populous, = 
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{o prove” co entially that England, for 
the generality of People, is the beſt Coun. 
ery in the World, eſpecially for its Natives, 
to live in. Now this being an Obſervation 
(tor what I know), not hitherto made good 
by Induction and -Inſtance, (as I intend to 
do it) I hope it will pleaſe the-Reader as 
much, as if 1 gave him a particular account 
of other Countries and Governments, and 
leave it to his own Reflection to {ſtate the 
Compariſon. 

Though Lmmdon within the Walls cannot 
vye for bignels with many Ciries of Europe ; 
yet take the City and Suburbs rogether, ac- 
cording as it hath been ſurvey'd by Mr. Mor. 


gan, in breadth from St. George's Church in

When London and Suburbs was ſurveyed 
ſome years ago by Mr. Morgan, there were

that paid no Chumney-money to the King ; 
Now 
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Now if thoſe were added, and the vaſt 
number of new Houſes that have been buik 
ſince that Survey, upon modeſt compura. 
tion £un4-# may be reckoned to contain 
ro0co0 Houſes; nay, 'tis believed 120000, 
which truly conſidering 'the &xtraordinary 
Additions that have been made lately, is not 
improbable ; I know the French vapour, and 
would rſvwade the World, that Pars is 
much bigger than Lond. And the Holler. 
ders will ſcarce believe, that London hath 
more Houſes than the 18 Cities in Holland 
that have Voices in the States,for (lay they) 
Amſterdara ftands upon 1500 Morgans of 
Land, and London ſtands but upon 1805. 
To both which I anfwer, That it 5 very 
true that Pars takes up a great ſport of 
Ground, but then you muſt conſider, rhat in 
Pars there are ſeveral hundreds of Mona- 
ſteries, Churches, Colleges, and Cloiſters, 
ſome. of them having large Gardens, and 
that in Pars there are 7500 Palaces and 
Ports for Coaches,which haye likewiſe great 
Gardens ; whereas Lomdon is very thick built,

I S Majeſty beiag earneſtly Eg- 
treated by the States of H-lland, 
and the Confederate Princes in 


Germany, Oc. tomeetat a General Congreſs, 
to be held ar the Hague, in order toCongert 
matters for the next Campaign, was pleaſed 
ro Condeſcend to their Requeſt, and hazard 
His Royal Perſon by Sea, ( though in the 
depth of Winter) His Noble Zeal for the 
Good of us in particular, and Eurs 
general, ſurmounting all thoſe Diſhes 
W hereupon he accordingly rook Shipping 
L ; On 
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on the Sixteenth of Fanuary 169%, in a 
Yacht, then lying at Graveſend, and ſet Sail 
that Afternoon "Rein attended by divers 
Yatchts and Men of War, and a Noble Re- 
tinu= of Perſons of the beſt Quality ; but by 
Reaſon of the very thick Miſts, and conſe- 
quently little Wind, was tour days before he 
could make the Coaſt of Hollasd ; yer, atlaſt, 
when he arrived within two or three 
Leagues of Goree, His Majeſty ventured to 
£0 a Shoar in the Boat, attended by the 
Duke of Ormond, the Earl of Portland, and 
my Lord Overkirke,ec. and another Boat,hut 
moſt unfortunately there fell fo thick a Fog, 
and the Ice furroundcd them fo cloſely, that 
neither could they make the Shoar , nor get 
back to the Ship, but werg forc'd to lie itil 
for two and twenty Hours, enduririg the 
moſt bitter Cold, and without (almoſt ) 
hopes of ever gerting alive on Shoar : All 
which, His Majeſty bore with His wantgd 
Magnaninfity and Courage, and — 
of - Bgat-men too freely expreſleg his Fear 
of Death , he reproved him with this Noblg 
ſaying, What are you afraid to Die in my Com- 
pany. Buy it pleaſed the Almighty Provi- 
dence, at length to diflipate the Miſt, and 
Conduct His Royal Majeſty ſafely ro the 
Shoar, and on the 21ſt of 'fanuary , about 
half an hour after Ten, landed at the Oran 

Pelder, at the Mouth of the 11ze/e, a little 
below Maſeland-S/.:3ce, bur by the long cor 
tNUance 
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tinuance in the Cold, was ſo Benummed, 
that he could hardly either ſtand or Speak. 
From hence His Majeſty went immediately 
to the Houſe of the Heer Van Rynenbergh, 
where having refreſhed Himlelf, and Dined, 
He haſted to Hownſlaer dyke, where He was 
met, and Conegratulated with all Demon. 
ſtrations of Reſpects and Joy, by the - 
ties of the States ; as alſo by Prince Caſoni 
of Naſſau, Stadtholder of Frieze/and , whom 
His Majeſty received with all the Marks of 
the moſt tender Afﬀection imaginable, Em- 
bracing and Kaſhng thera with great Ar. 
dency. Prince Naſſau Sarbruggen, the Count 
Van Horn, and divers other Perſons of Qua- 
tity, here likewiſe Congratulated His Maje- 
ſties*happy arrival , who were all mot 
kindly received by His Majeſty. 

'T was expected that the King would have 
lain here this Night, and fo have entred the 
Hague by day light ; but on the contrary, 
His extraordinary Deſire of entring imme. 
diately upon Bulitnets, would not let Him 
give Himſelf fo much as one Nights eaſe ; 

nd His Majeſty, after a very ſhort Refreſh. 
ment here, departed for the Hague, attended 
with five or ſix Coaches with fix. Horles : 
In His own Coach accompanied Him the 
Earl of Portland, and the Lord Overkirk , 
arriving at the Hague about half an hour after 
five in the Evening ; where (though he was 
pot that Night expected ) there wanted noc

the general Acclamations of the People of all 
forts, who run by His Coach, crying out, 
Long Live King William, Welcom, Welcom, 
Oc. His Majeſty Rode through the Trium- 
phant Arches, Ere&ted by the Lords of the 
Hague, and the Honourable the Lords Com- 
mittee of the Council of Holland, (of which 
we ſhall give an exa& Deſcription in their 

roper Places) direaly to the Court, where 
being arrived, and the Gates ſhut to- keep 
out the extraordinary preſs of People, thirty 
peices of Cannon , which were planted u 
on the Vyverberg, were thrice diſcharged, 
Publick Thankſgivings were made in all the 
Churches, and the Bells rung with great 
Joy ; and throughout the Town almolt a!l 
the Houſes were Illuminated with great 
numbers of Candles in their Windows , 
whilſt all the People, Rich and Poor, Old 
and Young , made all Demonſtrations of 
their inexpreflible Joy for His Majeſties 
moſt happy Arnval. 

That | rw the Earl of Berka, Envoy 
Extraordinary trom the Emperor, waited 
upon His Majeſty, and was a long time in 

rivage with Him ; and the next day ſeveral 
Mentbers of the States, and divers Perſons 


of Quality came to Compliment His Maye- 
ſty, and Congratulate His Arrival. 

The Miniſters of the ſeveral Confederate 
Princes, who. upon the Kings arrival had 
ſent Expreſſes to their reſpeRtive Maſters, 

#!lembiing 
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aſſembling themſelves in Congreſs ; imme- 
diately after their breaking up, the Imperial, 
Spaniſh, and Brandenburgh Envoys, came 
to wait upon His Majeſty ; as allo the 
Council of State, and the Lords of the Ge- 
neral Accounts, with all their Members, to 
Congratulate and Complement Him. 

The King immediately applied, Himſelf 
tro the Aﬀeairs of State, and taking firlt into 
His Conſideration the Sea Afﬀairs, gave the 
Command of the Dutch Fleet to the Heer 
Cornelins Van Tromp, with the Title of Vice- 
Admira! of Holland, who gratefully accep- 
ted the fame, and immediately beat up his 
Drums for Seamen, who flocked to him in 
great abundance. His Majelty gave alſo out 
Commiſſions for two Regiments of Mariners 
to be raiſed. 

The Ele&or of Brandenburgh , who had 
waited fome time at Cleave, as foon as he 
received advice of His Majeſtics arrival, ſet 
forward for the Hgue. 

In the mean time it was Deſired, and 
Agreed to by His Majeſty , That His Ma- 
jefty would Pleaſe ro Honour the Hague 
with a Publick Entry, on Monday, Fanuary 
the 26th : Whereupon the Trained Bands, 
and the Guards were ordered to be ready ; 
Ard accordingly on Monday, at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon, His Majeity went 
out of the Town by the way of the /yver. 
þcrg, to the Nortn-end, and from thence 

round 
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round the Wall to the Weſt-end, and {o to 
the Hourſlaerdyke, or Looſdwyn's-bridge,where 
began the Triumph. Over this Bridge was 
Erected , by the Burghermaſters of/ the 
Hague, a Triumphant Arch, the Figure 
whereof we have here Repreſented. er 
the Arch in the Front, is a Man and a 
Woman ſtanding at an Altar Sacrificing , 
with the Words, Io Triwmphe. On the to 
of all ſtands the Starue of His Majeſty, with 
a Staff in His right Hand , at the top of 
which is a Cypher of His Name , with a 
Crown. On the two Columns of the Arch, 
on one ſide are thele Words, 


Ob Cives Servatos: For having preſerved 
I Country-men. 
Ob Hoſtes Fugatos: For having deſtroyed 
his Enemies, 
and on the other ide, 
Reſtitutis Provincits: The Previnces being 
Reſtored. 
Libertatis Regnis : The Kingdoms being 
Deltvered. 
Behind each Column is a ſmall Oyal, in 
one a Lawrel with this Word, 
Viteria, Vittory, 
on the other a Palm, with the Ward, 
Clerzentia, Mercy. 


Here His Majeſty was recgived by the 
Magiſtratzs of the H-gur, who Comriimen- 
red 
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tzd Him, and Congratulated His Arrival, 
the Penſionary Vander Hoeck being their 
Speaker, who humbly Thanked the King 
in the Name of the Magiſtrates and Burg- 
hers, for the Honour His Majeſty was plea- 
ſed to do them by His Prelence, in a moſt 
Eloquent Oration. 

From hence was a Lane made on each 
ſide by the Burghers in Arms, whoappeared 
in very great Splendour, being moſt of them 
very richly clad, many having been at great 
Expence tor their Equipage. 

Theſe Trained Bands conſiſt of ſix Com- 
panies, of about ewo and three Hundred 
Men in each Company s they make in all 
about Fifteen Hunderd Men : Theſe ſtand- 
ng in their Order , reached all along the 

eſt-end, the great Market, the High Street, 
and fo to the Courr-yard. 

All along this way, quite up to the Court, 
before the Houſes and Stalls, were buile 
>catfolds, which were filled by a vaſt mulri- 
tude of Spectators, who ſcrupled not to give 
an 100 Guilders in ſome places for the uſe 
of a Chamber during the Shew. The num- 
ber of Spectators being the greateſt that has 
ever been ſeen in the Hague ; infomuch, that 
one would have judged a!l the Inhabitants 
of Holland to have been in this Town. 

After the Penfionary had ended his Speech, 
and His Majeſty kindly Thanked them, the 
Cavalcade proceeded. Firlt went two very 

nch 
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rich Coaches with ſix Horſes, in which were 
divers Perſons of Quality, next the Kings 
Life Guard, the Officers in extraordinary 
rich Equipage : After them a great number 
of 'Lacquees and Footmen all in the Kings 
Livery, and black Velvet Caps; after them 
came the Kings Pages, Gentlemen, and Ser. 
vants on Horleback , in extraordinary rich 
Liveries. Then came His Majeſty riding in 
a large, and very richly Gilt Coach, drawn 
by Six White Stone Horſes, accompanied by 
the Lord Overkirk on the left Hand, and the 
Earls of Aſfonmouth and Scarborowgh over. 
againſt him. On each ſide of the Coach the 
Switzers with their Halbards, in rich Livery 
Coats alſo, walked on Foot.

The Lords of the Hague raiſed alfo a Rich 
and a Glorious Triumphal Arch in Honour 
of this great Monarch, in the Market Place : 
This was done upon the Account of his ha- 
ving been Born there ; which as they look 
upon to be one of the greateſt Gloriesof the 
Place, and whereof hereafter they will have 
the greateit Reaſon to Boaſt, ſo they were 
deſirous to ſhew what Sence they had of ir, 
upon fo very Glorious an occaſion. 

This is much the tagheſt Arch of them al! ; 
without any Pillars, and on both ſides are 
many Pictures done in light Colour; and 
juſt over the paſlage there are two others 
done upon Silk, and Tranſparent, fo asthat 
by Lights , which were ſet behind them in 
the Evening, they appeared very Glo. 


noully. 

Art the top of all was placed a Sphear, and 
above that , Fame Sounding a Trumpet in a 
flying poſture, and leading a Pegaſus ; with 
Trophies at each Corner. 

Behind this Arch,cowards the High-ſtreet; F 
the Arms of the Emperor Adolphus, ( who 
was Deſcended of the Houſe of Naſſau) were 
ſet up ; and over them the Sixteen Quarters 
of His Majeſties Arms 3 But thoſe that ma- 

naged 
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naged this matter, not underſtanding it fo 
well as they ough have done; they have 
committed ſevag Miſtakes, which in the 
Graving I ha ed: It is tono purpoſe 
to ſet down the particulars, which lie chiefly 
in the ſtating of the ſeveral Scutcheons, ac- 
cording to the precedency of the Kingdoms 
over which His Majeſties Anceſtors had the 
Governments, which though they are not 
generally taken notice of by ordinary Ob- 
ſervers; yet, ſince upon ſuch Solemniries, 
the cuniouſelt and molt inquiſitive Men are 
always preſent, it was much to be Wiſhed, 
that thoſe Things had been more exactly 
regulated.

A Deſcription of the Fire- 
works, with their Repre- 
ſentations. | 


N the Canal behind the Court, upon a 
large Scaffold , there were very fine 
Fireworks prepared , which were Lighted 
the Evening atter His Majeſty entred the 


Hapue. 

Fn the .middle was the Kings Cypher, 
with a Crown over it : On the ſides ſtood 
ewo high Pyramids, a Lyon, a Hereules, 
and a ho : On each Corner of the Scaffold 
there were four Caſes of Rockets , four ot 
which were much larger then thereſt,which 
repreſented the four Kingdoms of England, 
CC tland, France and Ireland, with the Arms 


of thoſe Kingdoms : Round about there was 
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Palliſſado ſtuck with Rockets, ſome Orange 
colour, tome white, fome blew, placed al- 
ternately to the number of Three Hunderd 
and Filry. 

They placed Fifteen Bulwarks round the 
Scaffold , on which they had mounged 
Cannon and Mortar pieces ; Berween which 
they had large Mortars made like Beehives 
ms Pumps, which were charged with ſeve. 
ral forts of Fireworks. . 

Abo” * half an hour after Six in the Even- 
ning, the Fireworks were Lighted: Juſt be. 
fore Thirty pieces of Cannon that were 
planted upon the Wall of the Viver were 
diſcharged ; then follow'd Twenty five 
Mortar ſhot on both ſides of the Scaffold, 
and afterwards the Crown and Cypher, 
WR. which appeared like 350 Pearls thining 
in the Air. 

About the Palliſſadoes they had planted 
ſeveral Devices : Towards the States Cham- 
ber was one with theſe Words, Trugnphat 
ſemper Auguſtus : He Triumphs always Auguſt. 
On each tide of this there was one planted ;

When the Pyramids were Fired, they 
gave a lowd buzzing Noiſe, which was now 
and then Anſwered by the Morrars.

While the Fire play'd fo finely, the Air 
was full of the crackling Noiſe, and the 
Buzzes of the ſeveral forts of Fireworks, and 
they continued fo very thick, that it did in 
a good meaſure diſpel the Fog , which was 
then very thick. Art times they lighted 
Water-Balls, Water-Candles, Water-Bullets, 
Water-Boats, Water-Morters, Rats and Dol. 
phins in a Veſſel upon the Canal, which 
lputtering and — upon the Water, 

ave an Entertainment fo great, that ſeveral 
genious Men, who underſtood theſe Mar. 
ters, owned, that they had ngver ſeen any 
Thang like it. They 
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They kindled alfoſfome Hundreds of pitch 
Barrels ſet round the Scaffold , which en» 
creaſed the light, whereby the other Works 
which play'd all the while, were diſcerned 
the better. Ir laſted cill about Eight, and 
was ended with Twenty five Mortar-ſhot 
after which the Cannon were ſeveral times 
diſcharged : The whole was done without 
any Miſchance, fave only the lofs of one 
Gunner, who royaping a Cannon, loſt both 
his Hands, and died of his Wounds. When 
His Majeſty came to Court, the Militia ſtood 
in order in the outer Court, beforethe Tri- 
umphal Arch, viz. Baron Frieſem's Regi- 
ment of Foot , Baron Heyde's Regiment of 
Horſe, who having diſcharged all together, 
went to the Vruerbergh to give way to the 
Train Bands in Arms.

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This extraordinary Concourſe has made 
the Court at the Hague fo very Splendid, 
that it has out-done any thing elſe in any 
other Court of Chriſtendom. Above 30 
Sovereign Princes were there, beſides Mar. 
queſſes, Earls, Barons, and Gentlemen with. 
out Number. The Ele@or of Bavaria, and 
the Marquis de Gaſt anaga kept publick Tables. 

[The 24th, about Ten in the Morning,the 
Count de Winditſgratz, had publick Audience 
of the King, Conducted by the Maſter of 
the Ceremonies, with all fo uſual Solemni- 
ties: He Congratulated His Majelties happy 
Sncceſles, and afſured him that the Emperor 
his Maſter eſteemed himſelf very much ob- 
liged to His Majeſty, for that Care and Con- 
cern which he ſhow'd for the common 
Caule ; and he further added, that his Ma- 
iter look'd upon His Britannick Majeſty, as 
the principal moving Cauſe upon whom 
every thing elſe depended, that might be for 
the advantage of the Confederacy. 

The Elector of Saxony's Envoy had Audi- 
ence of the Kirg the fame day. 

The 25th in the Morning the King, witl 
the Elector of Brandenburgh, and the Tak 
grave of Heſſe, went to the great Church, 
where they heard a Sermon Preached by 
Mr. Ulicr; who towards the latter end, ſid 
foveral moving Things to His Majelty. In 
tne Afrernoon, the King, with the EleQtors 
ol Favaria and Brandenburgh, and the ] ande- 
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grave of Heſſe, all four in a Coach, took 
three or four turns round the Yoorhout, with 
the Glaſſes down upon the Kings ſide, who 
was received by the — Mulritudes 
with all imaginable Demonſtrations of Aﬀe. 
tion and Joy. 

The 26th, the Count de Prela Doria, En- 
voy Extraordinary from the Duke of Savvy ; 
Count 4? Autel,with the ſame Character from 
che Eleor Palatine, had Audience of His 
Majeſty, as had on the 27th the Sieur Hax- 
buyſen trom the Eleor of Saxony. 

March the 5th, the Earl of Devonſlure 
Treated the Ele&tor of Brandenburgh, the 
Landtgrave of Heſſe, the Prince Commercy, 
and divers other Perſons of Quality with great 
Magnificence, where His Majeſty was pleaſed 
to Honour his Lordſhip with His Preſence. 

On the 11th the Duke of Zell arrived ar 
the Hague , and the Duke of Wlfemoutrel on 
the 14th. | 

During all! this time the Congreſles had 
been held almoſt every day , with great $Se- 
crecy, His Majeſty always Honouring them 
with His Preſence, when at laſt, che matters 
being fully Concerted, and all Things agreed 
upon to the mutual Satisfaction ot all the 
Princes, this great Council brokeup, and the 
Princes returned to their reſpective Homes , 
fo put in execution the Deſigns here agreed 
upon, the good Effects whereot we doube 
10t but to fre this Campagne, notwithitand- 
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ing the unhappy accident of the loſs of 
AMns. 

His Majeſty having given Orders to all 
the Troops to be in a readineſs to take the 
Field by the firſt of April, waspleaſed onthe 
16th to depart for Loo , being accompanied 
with the Duke of Zell, who Rid in the ſame 
Coach with Him, and lay that Night at the 
Houſe of Monſieur” Zull:ſtein ; where he was 
metby the Eleor of Bavaria, who likewile 
accompanied His Majeſty ro Loo,wherethey 
dhe next Evening, having been Com. 
plemented as they pailed along with ail De- 
monſtrations of Reſpect and Attcction, by 
the City of Urrecht , and the ſeveral Towns 
he pals*d through, and accompanied every 
where with the loud Acclamations of the 

2op'e, who were almoſt overwhelm'd with 
Joy, at the extraordinary Honour they re. 
ceived by the Preſence ot this moſt illuſtrious 
Monarch. 

But His Majeſty had not been long there 
before he received the unwe'come Tidings 
of the Siege of Mos , an Exprels arriving at 
the Hague on the 16th in the Evening, that 
tlie French Troops had ſuddenly inveſted the 
Town of Mms, their Horſ2 having taken 
Poſſeti:on of all the Avenues on the 15th of 
1rc, and that the Foot were marchingup 
with all Lilgence. 

The Prince of Steenbuyſen, and the Mar- 
quis Bedmar , being ſent trom the co 
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of Flanders, arrived at the Hague the 17th, 
and after a ſhort Conference with Prince 
IWaldeck, went Poſt to Loo, to give His Ma- 
jeſty an account of the State of the Aﬀair. 
Who being reſolved Himſelt tro Head the 
Army, in order to raile the Siege, returned 
rothe Hague; from whence having diſpatched 
Prince Waldeck with neceſſary Orders for 
Flanders, ſet forward Hirlſcit the 26th for 
Bruſſels ; the Army in the mean time pre- 
oaring withall imaginable diligence ro Multer 
it Hall, whither His Majeſty went on the 
(th of April, intending to have marched the 
12xt day at the Head of the Army, which 
:onlilted of 30000 Foor and 16900 Horſe, 


with a Train of Artillery of 71 pieces of 


Cannon and 14 Mortars. Butthe Carriages 
not being all come up, was obliged to deter 
His March for two or three days. 

The French had all this time very vi- 
zouroufly attacked the Ourworks of the 
ſown, but were as vigourouſly repulſed by 
the Beſieged, to the greatlok of the Enemy, 
who paid dearly for what he gained ; info- 
much.that it was not doubred,but the Town 
would have been able ro have held our rill the 
Army came up to its Rehet, but the French 
King (who was himfelt all the while as St 
G/ſlain, near the Camp, the Dayphin Com- 
manding in Chiet) according to his o:d Me- 
thods, had found means ot gaining a Party 
among the Burghers and Clergy in the 
Town, 
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Town, who prevailing upon the reſt, by the 
ter iftying Deſtruction Bends and Cannon 
made in their Houſes, and perſuading them 
thatby a timely Surrender of the Townth 
might obtain Honourable Conditions, made 
them baſely deſert the publick Good, and 
alcogether unexpectedly, even tothe French 
themſelves, on the 8th of April, beat a Parley, 
and ſent out three Officers , as Hoſtages 4 
three French Officers, who immediately en- 
tred the Town , to Treat upon Arricles of 
Surrender ; the Governor the Prince de Bergue 
oppos'd the Surrender, and refus'd to deliver 
the Gate to the French as the Burghers had 
agreed,cndeavouring to diſſwade them from 
this their Reſolution, alledging he could ſtill 
hold our till the Relief came; bur all would 
not do,the Burghers were refolved,and they 
being ſtronger than the Garifon, who were 
all employed in theOurworks,the Honourable 
Governor was forced to ſubmit, and abour 
Midnight the Capitulation was Signed on 
both ſides ; and the next day 4pri the gth, 
a Gate of the Town was deliver'd up to the 
French Guards ; and on the 1cth, the Ga- 
riſon marched out, being about 4-00 Foot 
and 4-0 Horſe, with Arms, Baggage, Drums 
beating, Colours tiying, fix piecesot Cannon, 
-——-+ DAnvoy &c. and were conducted to Te. 
bieſe, afew Miles from ons towards Bruſſels. 
'The King having received this ſurprizing 
News.juſt as he was ready to march r a_ 
elct, 
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Relief,was forced to alter his Meaſures ; and 
underſtanding that the French King had ſe- 
perated his*"I roops, and diſpos'd 'em into 
Garifons ; and that he withthe Dauphin,&c. 
were return'd to Verſailles, broke up the Camp, 
and having ſent Reinforcements to Charleroy, 
Aeth, Namar, and the other Fronner Gari- 
ſons, went to Bruſſels ; and from thence to 
the Hague, where he was pleaſed ro Honour 
the Duke of Zell (who was likewiſe return'd 
thither from the Camp) with che Noble Or.. 
der of the Garter, who was inveſted with 
the Garter and George by the King Himſelf, 
afliſted by the Dukes of Norfo/k and Ormond, 
and the Earl of Devonſhire : This wasperform'd 
privately inthe Kings Bed-Chamber the 18h 
of Aprit: And the next day, Garter King at 
Arms preſented to his Highneſs the reſt of 
the Enſigns, with the whole Habit and Or. 
naments of the Order, which his Highneſs 
having Received, was pleaſed to make a ve- 
ry Noble Preſent to the King at Arms, and 
to all the Retinue he had brought with him 
upon this Occaſion. 

April the 22d, His Majeſty having taken 
leave of the States General, and been Com- 
plimented by them, with all the Expreſ- 
tions of ſincere Aﬀe&Rion , took Shiping 
in the Maeſe in order to his Return for Eng- 
land, and the Wind being fair,the next Morn- 
ing made the Engliſh Shore; and that Even- 
ing, viz. April the 13th, 1691. O. S. about
